Niswado/nski'a  trial  by  court  mar- 
tial hsgan  thla  aornlng.  hist  'twK> 
weeks  after  tho  asaaaslnation.  He 
admitted  breaking  the  laws,  but  de- 
clared that  he  was  not  guilty  of 
murdar,  nevertheless  he  was  raadir  to 
suhtnit  to  ths  penalty.  He.eaplalaad 
that  he '  first  Intanded  to  shoot  Oan- 
-  oral  PflsHdsRi.  the  ex-president,  but 
when  Ptlsudski  withdrew  his  candi- 
dacy, he  seleoted  President  Narute- 
Wics  as  his  victim,  considering  him 
fatal  to  the  happlneas  of  Poland,  as 
representing  ansrchy.

Island,  deserves  the  special  atteif- 
tion  of  all  who  are  interested  in  the 
industrial  development  of  Victoria 
and  vicinity.  It  is  obviotu  from 
i«lni  h«(pajri^-  and  he  has  had  oppor- 
tunities for  investigation,  that  a  draw- 
back to  the  utilization  of  our  lum- 
ber resources,  so  that  the  people  on 
the  Island  shall  derive  the  great|8t 
benefits,  is  found  in  the  fact  that  a 
large  proportion  of  the  timber  cut 
here  is  taken  to  the  Mainland  to  be 
manufactured  there.  He  points  out 
that  saa^  of  the  principal  logging 
camps  are  controlled  from  the  Main- 
land., the  labor  used  at  them  origin- 
ates'An  the  Mainland,  and  the  log- 
gers are  paid  off  there,  while  the 
camp  supplies  are  purchased  from 
Mainland  sources.  With  regard  to 
the  exploitation  of  the  timber  limits 
now  being  worked  it  is  probable  that 
no  change  could  very  well  be  effected 
in  the  location  of  manufacture,  the 
securing  of  camp  supplies  and  the 
origin  of  the  labor , employed.  It  is 
witli  the  timber,  as  yet  practically 
untouched  and  naturally  tributary  to 
this  city,  that  Mr.  Elworthy's 'Article 
deals. 

The  most  valuable  timber  remain- 
ing on  Vancouver  Island  is  situated 
od  Ihd'eouth  end,  iaclading  the  im- 
mense resources  of  the  Port  Ren- 
frew' district.  It  was  to  tap  these 
restyrees  that  the  line  of  railway 
now  owned  the  Canadian  National 
J  was  first  projected,  ^r.  Elworthy 
^  points  out  that  while  iifty  railed  of 
this  railway  have  Wren  Iniilt  for  some 
years,  tbe  traffic  at  present  is  suf- 
ficient onljf  "^o  keep  the  mils  from 
rusting."  Hc  draws  attention  to  and 
gives  some  figures  to  show  the  pos- 
sibility o?  the  yrrofltihle  operation 
of  the  road,  which,  un<ler  proper 
direction,  can  be  made  a  factor  oi  the 
Mffhest  importance  in  promoting  in- 
dustrial development.  He  puts  the 
matter  in  a  nutshell  when  be  says: 
1.  There  is  an  eaormoas  quantity 
of  merchantable  timber  tributary  to 
Victcfia  and  so  situated  that  it  must 
pass  through  thie  city.  2.  The  timber 
is  served  by  a  railway  languishing 
for  want  of  traffic.  J.  The  citizens 
of  Victoria  are  seeking  industrial  dc 
velop^nt. 

Now  it  is  pretty  'plain  from  the 
arguments  educed  by  Mr.  Elworthy 
that  there  is  a  source  of  .todustrial 
development,  lying  within  easy  reach, 
wh)cb  remains  practically  untapped. 
It  Iftargely  a  queetiiM  bl  railway  da> 
velopment,  and  Tt  is  a  question,  too, 
of  the  removal  of  the  arbitrary  now 
charged  on  Itrmbcr  originating  on  this 
Island.  Were  guarar.tees  of  the  neces- 
sary transportation  facilities  secured 
from  Canadhm  National  Rail- 
ways it  is  certain  capital  would  not 
be  lacking  lof  the  lumbering  ,  cnter- 
priae  wl^  effers  sech  opportun- 
ities. Mr.  Elworthy  docs  not  exag- 
gerate in  saying  th^t  the  Canadian 
National  exercises  a  very  great  con 
trol  over  the  timber  an<l  other  re- 
sources in  the  southern  half  of  this 
Island,  and  that  there  is  probably, 
over  its  entire  system,  no  other  area 
of  the  same  size  equally  rich. 

The  first  step  in  the  direction  of 
bringing  aboM  the  devdopment  of 

the  timber  resonn  rs  tributary  to 
Victor^  would  seem  to  be  to  per- 
suade the<^Canadian  NhtioMal  Rail- 
ways of  the  opportunitVs  for  devel- 
oping business  that  arc  being  over- 
loohed  alalia  present  time.  Sir  Henry 
Thornton,  the  newly-appointed  head 
of  those  Milways,  will  be  a  visitor 
here  ahorWy-    A  f^ll  case,  relative 

to  the  Island  road  and  its  capabilities, 
should  be  prepared  fbr  presentation 
to  him.  and  public  interest  WmvM  be 
aroused  in  this  fepture  of  iadustrial 
development  which  holde  sisch  prom- 
ise for  the  fnttve.  It  is  full  time  that 
the  Uland  *r<  tion  of  the  .Canadian 
National  Railways  began  tO  function 
tor  purpose   for  wMch  it  was

Exception  is  very  often  i.«kcii 
to  what  la  popularly  called  "friUa"  in 
educutlon. 

The  ffallawtas .  daallag  with  the 
sukjaot  off  a  knowladga    of  Greek 

literature  may  offer  food  for  rvflec- 
tion  in  the  consideration  ot  the  sub- 
ject of  a  preperly-ba le niasd  adaea- 

tlon: 

John  Keats  had  no  first-hand 
knowlsdga  o(  Qraak  whan  ho  wrote 
"The  Ode  on  a  Oraelaa  tTra"— one 
of  the  moat  perfOot  exprervlona  of  the 
Greek  spirit  in  tha  English  language. 
It  was  throujfh  the  medium  of  a 
translation,  hearing  Chapman  "speik 
out  loud  and  bold"  that  he  caught  the 
spirit  of  "deep-browed  Homer."  There 
le,  to  be  sure,  no  second  John  Beats, 
and  yet  the  aueetlon  arleee:  "May  not 
the  Imaginative  pupil  oatoh  more  of 
tha  ahmlve  Greek  spirit,  as  reflected 
la  the  traaalatlon.  than  ahia  more 
BtoUd  comrade,  blinded  by  tha  excess 
of  light  of  tha  original?" 

No  Longer  OoaipaMory 
Last  there  be  any  misunderstand- 
ing. It  should  be  stated  that  there 
are  not  lacking  tiu.s.'  who  advocate 
Greek,  even  as  a  r»;<4ulrt;d  Bubjcct." 
Hut  <hj  facts  must  be  faced  Not 
only  1.1  (yii.eK  not  a  r<.<|ulred  subject 
nor  likt-ly  t.i  lie  one  again;  but  not 
even  tho  k'.:aoral  knowledge  of  Greek 
claaslca  is  my  longer  oonsidorad  In 
dispenaab:*.  HoeU  off  boys  and  girls" 
are  tun  ed  cut  every  year  f -om  tho 
echools  and  colleges,  supposedly  edu- 
cated, wii'ioil  any  knowledge  of  the 
mytholoiiv.  literature,  gg,  Wa  of 
anclen.  i;ioece. 

Where  then  are  we  to  find  a  solu- 
tion if  not  through  the  translation'.' 
Probably  Arnold  waa  right  when  ho 
stated  that  no  adequate  translation 
of  Homer  had  been  produced.  And  yet 
Chapman.  Pope,  Cowper.  Bryant. 
Lang  and  Palmer  are  in  no  wIm 
negligible  aa  educations  in  them- 
aalvea.  Tha  dramatists  fare  especi- 
ally wall  with  a  long  list  of  distin- 
guished translators,  culminating  in 
air  Gilbert  Murray.  And  we  have 
adaptoUona  and  tranalaUons  ftaai  the 
hande  off  Bheltay  aad  tha  BWMMlags. 

It  ta  svsij  worth  oonsldcrlng  wheth- 
er a  atiideat  off  Greek  would  not  profli 
by  suoh  company.  After  plowing 
through  the  parasangs  of  XenOphon, 
and  reading  short  selections  of 
Homer,  will  he  not  get  from  rapid 
reading  of  Pope's  Iliad  something  of 
the  spirit  which  Homer  conveyfd  to 
the  Athenian  schoolboy?  Ths  ooUsge 
entrance  requirements  make  a  dis- 
UncUon  between  "hooka  for  readidg" 
and  "books  for  moi^s  intensive 
study";  in  a  similar  way  the  knowl- 
edge of  Greek  might  he  supplemented 
by  a  far  wider  reading  knowledge  In 
English  versions. 

Greek  Ouarse  la  figfleh 
Ro««««r  that  nuty  be.  the  need  of 
Greek  literature  for  the  student  who 
doss  not  read  Greek  Is  self-evident. 
In  the  Hprotidary  schools  It  might  well 
be  corr.-ut...)  with  (Jreek  history 
such  figuroM  as  Aeschylus,  8opho(  1.- 
and  Kuripldes  serve  well  to  sum  up 
the  rise,  the  glory,  and  the  decline  of 
the  Athenian  people.  It  should  aleo 
be  closely  connected  with  Greek  art. 
Frequent  vlattg  to  the  Art  Museum 
will  kladia  tha  tmaglnaUon.  Such 
viaits  may  well  be  prepared  for  by 
study  of  the  so-called  Thompson 
Charts — a  series  of  large  cards  with 
pictures  of  vasee.  statues,  busfa,  fig- 
urines to  be  found  In  museiuna. 
These  charts  begin  with  the  Mycenean 
age  and  go  through  the  Oreoo-Boman 
period.  To  each  card  le  attached  a 
sheet  giving  the  literary  and  hletorleal 
facu  of  the  period,  thus  intimately 
connecting  tha  literature,  hlatory,  and 
art  of  a  given  period. 

But  even  without  these  aids,  the 
student  quickly  catches  tho  spirit,  the 
swiftness  and  the  fire  of  the  llllad,  the 
romance  of  the  Odyssey.  Thus  ho 
learns,  as  In  no  other  way,  what  epic 
poetry  really  ia.  And  from  tha  epic 
to  the  lyric,  the  atep  ta  eaay.  For  the 
mora  mature  atadant  tha  eomparleon 
of  Alcaeue  and  Sappho  with  their 
equivalents  In  modern  poetry  is  a  fas- 
cinating occupation,  or  <>f  the  Epi- 
cureanism of  Anacrooii  with  that  of 
Herrlck  or  Omar. 

Perhaps  most  Illuminating  of  all  Is 
tha  study  of  Greek  tragedy.  In  an 
age  when  modern  drama  and  play- 
writing  are  poputar  ae  never  bsfore, 
^hat  better  baekgrouad  can  ba  pro- 
vided than  Agamemaaa.  Aatlgoae. 
Medea,  ee  woU  aa  BaaMsl^  MartMll 
and  Othello? 

But  It  le  not  only  the  epic,  lyric, 
and  the  drama  which  we  learned 
from  the  Greeks;  there  Is  Indeed  no 
type— pastoral  elegy,  prose  eesay, 
hUitory,  biography,  oration  whtah 
does  not  become  clarified  by  a  stady 
of  its  Orsek  prototype.  And  the  re-v 
sponelve  etodent  artu  raallse  that 
Greek  llteratare  did  not  end  with 
the  fading  glory  of  tho  Creek  state, 
but  that  It  Uvea  on  in  all  that  Is 
finest  and  clearest,  and  niAiit  har- 
monious in  our  English  i>oetry.  and 
that  Keats'  lines  about  the  perma- 
nence of  its  baauty  ara  aa  truly  Greek 
aa  the  lovely  urn  whleh  hta  faasy  haa 
immertaliaed  (or  aa.

its  wuuUca  batiks.  Although  the  roofi  of'aev- 
enA  nwid'thltclitd  beaver-lodges  protruded 
fro  water  and  the  path*  au'l  <  1! 

gnawed  stumpe  of  poplar  trcM  on  Mic  .^<ill<v^ 
gave  «vMtnc«  that  an  induatrioos  colony 
dwelt  there,  no  sound  or  movement  marred 
the  tranquility  of  the  woodla9d  pool. 

Bertral  ripples,  rolling  across,  the  Utde 
pond  caused  a  g^cntlc  disturbance  among  the 
lilj  pads  and  then,  the  brown,  glistening  be^d 
of  a  beaver  appeared  above  the  water.  After 
a  careful  survey  of  the  surrounding  banks,  the 
animal  swam  leisurely  to  one  of  the  oiud 
houses  and  crawling  upon  it  began  munching 
the  bulb  of  a  lilv  that  it  had  brought  up  from 
the  bottom  of  the  pool. 

At  certain  iiUervala,  other  thrown  heads 
appMTtd  until  tim  w«rf  as  many  as  a  dozen 
beavers  in  sight  at  once.  Being  of  very  thrifty 
and  industrious  ifabits,  the  dwellers  of  the 
pool,  usually  after  a  hasty  meal,  set  immedi- 
ately to  work,  but  this  evening  they  appeared 
to  be  restless  and  instead  of  resuming  their 
logging  operations  of  the  previoua flight,  they 
twam  back  and  forth  between  their  houses. 

Three  years  seems  a  long  time  for  a  colony 
of  beavers  to>escape  the  notice  of  all  trappers, 
but  nevertheless,  three  Winters  had  passed 
since  the  original  pair  of  bejvers  had'  settled 
in  this  isolated  valley.

"^TlU  Whole  Sc  i«nce  of  Feeding  Reduced  to  Practi- 
cal, Conmioii  Sense  Term* — ^Utider- Feeding  It 
Coounoo— How  to  Make  «  Coo4  Fct4 


CONSll  !  ]<ED  from  th«  itaAdpoiirt  of 
natiunal  economy,  the  principal  reascm 
for  l^eping  poultry  is  to  provide  a 
means  of  transforaiifiK  vegetabto,  animal,  and 
mineral  prodtscts  into  eggs  and  meat  -which  are 
more  edible  or  more  palatable  than  the  original 

Eroduct.  Stated  plainly,  the  chief  reason  for 
Wtfifm  chickens,  aside  from  sentimental  con- 
•idsriitNMis,  is  the  pCirelv  business-like  purpose 
of  furnishing  a  way  tor  transforming  corn, 
wheat,  oats,  and  other  mattaiaJs  eaten  by 
chickens  into  meat  and  eggs. 

The  poultry  keeper  who  considers  each  hen 
at  an  individttal  machine  and  remembers  that 
before  a  hen  can  turn  out  finished  products 
rvw  materials  must  be  provided,  will  prob- 
ably not  go  far  wrong  in  his  feeding  methods 
providing  he  studies  the  needs  of  hrs  machine. 
The  study  of  a  hen  as  a  machine  capable  of 
producing  one  of  the  most  highly  specialized 
manufactured  products  known  to  man,  is  one 
of  never  eiulfaig  interest  to  the  student  and 
presents  a  greats  many  baffling  details  which 
scientists  have  scarcely  begun  to  unravel. 

The  averago  man  or  woman  who  keeps 
hens  for  egg  ]n«dttction  may  understand  mn 
raratively  little  abdUt  the  intricate  proce&.«>«-. 
which  take  place  in  transforming  common 
poultry  feeds  into  the  completed  egg  with  its 
ready-made  container,  the  shell;  its  palatable 
fat,  the  yolk;  its  nourishing  protein,  the 
white;  and  its  potential  ability  to  produce  the 
*  chkk  contain^  in  the  germ ;  but  even  the 
newest  amiteur  poultry  keeper  ought  to  know 
something  about  the  food  dements  needed  to 
keep  the  egg  machine  in  good  running  order 
and  to  furnish  the  raw  material  for  making  a 
,  satisfactory  output  of  the  finished  product. 
While  there  is  doubtless  room  for  much 
ftirther  investigation  by  scientific  workers  on 
many  of  the  problems  connected  with  egg  pro- 
duction, sufficient  experimental  wofic  has  been 
carried  on  to  establish  a  number  of*  rather 
definite  fundamental  principles  which  every 
poultry  keeper  ought  to  know  and  apply  to  his 
feeding  methods. 

It  is  rather  definitely  agreed  among  poultry 
keepers  in  general  that  fowls  must  be  fed  suf- 
ficient quantities  of  food  to  keep  them  in  good 
n^^Ii,  that  they  mii«;t  he  fed  a  ration  contain- 
ing the  essential  elements  of  egg  production  if 
they  are  to  lav  successfully,  that  they  must 
have  tinlimitcff  (|uantitirs  of  watrr  to  drink, 
and  that  certain  protective  foods  must  be  in- 
rluded  if  the  birds  are  to  remain  in  good 
lealtH. 

Hena  Too  Fat  to  Lay 

One  of  the  greatest  handteaps*  %»  the  poul- 
try indtist^y  as  a  whole,  has  been  the  notion 
that  hens  could  successfully  scratch  for  the 
major  pirt  bf  their  Ifrhig  and  that  there  was 
grave  danger  of  getting  them  too  fat  to  la\ 
profitably  if  they  were  fed  according  to  their 
ippetitet.  Poultry  extension  men  who  handle 
thousands  of  birds  annually  throughout  the 
BUtes  in  which  they  work  report  that  at  least 
Uiree^fourths  of  the  fowls  handled,  and  prob- 
ably ninety  per  cent  of  all  the  fowls  in  any 
given  state,  are  underfed.  This  results  in  the 
young  stuff  being  more  or  less  stunted  in 
powth,  weakening  the  grnrral  vitality  of  the 
flock,  and  lowering  the  egg  producing  capaci- 
ties dde  to  late  maturity  and  poor  develop- 
.Mt. 

With  the  lajring  flock^  underfeeding  results 
In  a  low  egg  yield  and  a  high  degree  of  lus- 
ceptibility  to  disease  due  to  the  weucMted  con- 
dition of  the  birds. 

In  one  of  the  Iarffest«s>oultry  producing 
counties  in  the  Central  West,  which  in  justice 
to  the  poultry  keeoers  in  that  country  who  are 
feeding  correctly,  but  who  are  in  the  minority, 
,will  not  be  named  in  this  article,  a  very  .-serious 
poultry  disease  problem  has  developed  within 
the  last  few  years.  A  man  trained  in  poultry 
disease  investigations  was  called  into  the 
county  to  rakke  a  survey  of  the  situation. 
After  going  over  the  ground  rather  carefully 
this  man  announced  that  improper  feeding 
methods,  and  particularly  the  lack  of  sufficient 
feed,  was  the  pre-disposing  cause  for  the  dis- 
ease outbreak,  and  advised  the  poultry 
keepers  in  general  that  if  they  would  pay  more 
attention  to  feeding  methoids  their  troubles 
about  diseases  would  be  very  greatly  lessened. 
In  this  particular  county  the  sire  of  the  farni 
flock  has  'increased  very  rapidly  during  the 
'  lait  few  years,  with  the  result  that  on  farms 
where  forty  or  fiftv  hens  previously  were  able 
to  pick  up  most  of  theh-  living  in  the  form  of 
waste  grains,  table  scraps,  surplus  milk,  and 
what  bugs  and  worms  could  be  picked  up  in 
ranging  over  the  farmi  the  four  or  five  nun- 
dred  fowls  are  not  faring  fed  quantities  of  fe«i 
proportionate  to  the  size  of  the  flock. 
'  A  little  obeervation  on  the  part  of  the 

poultrv  keeper  will  conxinrr  him  that  a  hen 
aiust  be  fat  before  she  can  lay,  and  will  alao 
ranvince  him  thit  far  more  hena  that  are  fv 
poor  health  are  under  weight  than  will  be 
found  in  the  class  that  are  too  fat.  Of  co«r«e 
it  shonM  always  be  borne  fn  mind  that  the 
amount  of  feed  \s  only  one  factor  determining 
the  health  and  productiveness  of  the  flock,  and 
another  point  of  practically  equal  importance 
b  the  kind  of  feeds  fe<I. 
V  llie  experiment  station  has  shown  tb«t 
about  fbur^fiftlis  of  the  feed  which  the  average 
hen  eats  is  use<l  for  body  maintenance  in  pro- 
fluctng  energy  a|td  repairing  broken  down  tis- 
sue. ustoM  ^e  hen  has  a  sisffkient  quantity 
of  feed  to  keep  herself  in  good  physical  con- 
ditioo  there  will  be  no  egg  productkm.  f 
Fata  and  PrMiM 
There  are  Wiree  chief  classes  of  food  ele- 
ments which  enter  into  the  egg,  and  if  the  hen 
is  to  function  as  an  egg  machme  some  atten- 
tion must  be  paid  to  supplying  these  different 
kinds  of  food  stuflF  The  yolk  of  the  egg  is 
largely  fat,  while  the  white  of  the  egg  is  prin- 
cipally ^KtHtkm,  and  the  sheM  is  moetly  liifie. 
Fat,  protein  and  mineral  elements,  including 
.  lime,  are  aiao  the  materials  needed  for  the  pavt 


of  the  ration  that  goes  to  keep  the  hen  alive. 
She  derives  most  of  her  energy  from  carbo- 
hydrates or  fat-fonrring  foo'  Ir  she  needs 
prptein  and  mineral  eleiments  to  build  muscles, 
bones  and  feathera.     •  * 

The  feeding  problem,  briefly  stated,  so  far 

as  the  (|iirsti(>ii   ^  furnishiug  material  for 
maintaining  the  body  and  making  egg  produc- 
tion, resolves  itself  largely  into  the  matter  of  ' 
supplying  fat-forming  fcxjds,  protein  contain- 
ing elements,  and  mineral  materials.  * 

The  fat  and  energy  needs  of  the  fowls  can 
be  readily  supplied  through  the  common  farm 
grails.  these,  corn  is  probably  the  richest 
in  food  materials  and  is  one  of  the  most  palat- 
abler..to  the  hen.  In  all  sections  where  corn  is 
a  staple  crop  the  hens  ought  to  receive  enough 
corn  to  enable  them  to  keep  in  good  thrifty 
condition  and  to  have  enough  surplus  fat  lor 
mamif.u  f  11  ring  egg  yolk.

A  dry  mSsh  hopper, built  large  enough  to 
hold  at  l^t  •  week's  supply  of  feed  for  the 
entire  flock-  and  f)r<)vi<iing  svifficirpt  trough 
room  so  that  every  hen  can  eat  all  ^he  wants 
every  day.  is  the  most  satisfactory  way  of  feed- 
ing a  dry  maah.  • 

At  least  one  foot  of  hopper  feed^g  space 
should  be  provided  for  ^ach  dozeft  hens  kept. 

Maah  formulas  vary  w^ely  in  different  sec- 
tions of  the  country  at\d  there  are  doubtless 
dozens  of  good  maih  mixtures. 

Mash  formulas  ought  to  contain  the  food 
elements  which  are  cheapest  and  most  palat- 
able, and  fbr  the  country  as  a  whole  the  wheat 
bv-products,  commonly  known  as  bran  and 
shorts,  are  jperhaps  the  most  satisfactory 
fpimdation  for  a  mash. 

'  Wherever  there  is  not  aullident.milk  to  sup 
ply  three  gallons  daily  to  each»,one.  hundred 
hens  the  mash  needs  to  be  supplemented  with 
commercial  meat  scrap  yr  tankage  to.  insure 
good'  health  in  the  birds  and  to  .stimulate  egg 
production.  One  of  the  simplest  mashes  and 
one  tha*  has  proveb  thoroughly  satisfactory 
for  thousands  of  farm  poultry  keeper%  is  made 
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The  other  common  farm  grains  are  also 
valuable  as  sources  of  fat  in  the  poultry  ration. 
W  heat,  katir.  oats,  and  barley  are  very  com- 
luonlv  included  m  the  poultry  ration  and  are 
satisMictory  feeds. 

Rye  is  not  particularly  well  suited  for 
poultry  feeding  because  the  birds  do  not  relish 
It,  but  most  any  of  the  other  farm  grains  can 
be  safely  fed  to  poultry,  and  sufficient  quan- 
tities oi  whatever  grains  arc  available  ought 
to  be  fed  to  every  Uock  to  keep  them  in  good  * 
flesh.  ' 

Many  poultry  keepers  have  foimd  from  ex- 
perience that  feeding  grain  alone  will  not  make 
the  hens  la\  no  matter  how  fat  thebwds  may 
get.  Indeed,  the  one  danger  of  fowls  getting 
too  fat  is  under  conditions  where  they  are  fed 
plenty  of  giam.  l.nt  do  not  rcreive  the  Other 
elements  needed  for  egg  uiSiiimacture. 

Since  the  white  of  the  egg  represents  ap- 
proximately two-tliirds  of  the  total  bulk,  there 
jivould  appear  to  be  a  need  for  considerable 
protein  in  the  ration  if  hens  are  to  lay  satis- 
fictorily. 

Animal  Protein  Supplement 

While  piost  of  the  grains  contain  some 
protein,  it  has  been  found  in  feeding  tests  that 
hens  will  not  lay  satisfactorily  unless  protein 
from  some  animal  source  is  included  in  the 
ration.  The  protein  in  egg  white  is  quite  simi- 
lar to  the  protein  in  indk,  and  it  is  generally 
recognized  that  milk  is  one  of  the  most  valu- 
able sources  of  protein,  either  for  promoting 
growth  in  yo^g  poultr/  oc.  lor  maiKing  hdns 
lay. 

'    Flocks  that  are  given  all  the  milk  they  can 

drink  usually  are  found  to  be  in  the  best  phys- 
fcal  condition,  and  if  the  milk  is  suppletuented 
by  sufficient  grains  to  keep  the  birds  in  good 
flesh,  egg  production  from  milk  fed  flocks  is 
nearly  always  satisfactory. 

One  hundred  hens  will  consume  approxi- 
mately three  gallons  of  milk  daily,  and  firliere 
ntitk  is  depended  upon  as  the  source  of  animal 
protein  at  lea^t  this  quantity  should  be  sup- 
plied. ' 

W'here  there  is  any  shortage  of  miUc.  an<l 
this  i|i  the  case  on  most  pcfultry  plants,  the 
most  commonly  nsed  suMtltutes  are  either 
commercial  meat  ibrkp  or  high  grade  feeding 
tankage. 

Results  frotii  several  Experimirntal  Sta- 
Otftk  test*  indicate  thit  Commercial  sctap  and  a 
good  grade  of  feeding  tankage  give  practically 
the  same  \alue  as  a  IdOtce  of  protein  for  either 
laying  hetis  or  growmg  stock,  and  poultry 
keepers  who  are  short  on  milk  nee'l  not  hesi- 
tate U!«ing  whichever  of  these  protem  suj»ple- 
mcnts  can  W  n\nst  easily  secured. 

The  modem  hen  that  is  capa!)!e  fif  laying 
two  hundred  or  more  eggs  in  a  year,  if  given 
proper  care,  carries  On  ai^  intensive  job  of 
manufacturiof  ami  <fan  tnt  more  raw  material 
tlian  Tier  ^ifeiard  is  capable  of  grinding,  so 
best  results  arc  secured  where  some  ground 
feed  is  inchided  in  the  ratios.  Ground  feeds 
at*  spoken  of  as  a  mash.  MiOheM  may  be  fed 
either  wet  or  dry.  hut  the  best  results  are  nm- 
aliy  secured  where  a  dry  mash  is  fed  constant- 
ly. When  the  birds  need  special  forcing  some 
wet  mash  is  commonly  added. 

Far  too  many  poultry  keepers  h.nve  not 
learned  to  treat  their  hens  fairly  on  the  mash 
proposition.  In  the  county  where  the  disease 
outbreak  was  studied,  investigators  fmind  that 
nearlv  every  poultry  keeper  stated  that  he  • 
was  feeding  mash,  but  when  an  investigation  I 
was  made  in  maAy  cases  a  very  small  box  or  1 


by  mixing  100  pounds  w  heat  bran,  100  pounds 
wheat  shorts,  and.  50  pounds  con^mercial  meat 
Scrap  or  tankage.  Another  simple  mash  for 
use.  particularly  with  the  lighter  breed.s,  where 
there  is  little  danger  of  getting  over  fat.  is 
made  by  mixing  100  pounds  wheat  bran,  100 
pounds  wheat  i^horts,  100  pouq^s  corn  meal, 
and  100  tfpoiilda  commercial  meat  aafp  «r 
tankage.  I 

The  lime  needed  in  manufacturing  egg 
shell  is  Best  supplied  by  keeping  crushed 
oyster  shell  constantly  before  tne  nens.  The 
other  mineral  elements  needed  in  developing 
the  egg  and  keeping  the  hen  in  good  health 
are  commonly  present  in  sufficient  quantities 
in  the  ordinary  feeds.  * 

The  Vitaminee 

Scientists  are  devoting  considerable  time 
at  present  to  so-called  protective  feeds,  or 
fooos  containing  vitamines,  which  help  keep 
the  fowls  in  good  health.  It  is  known  that 
milk,  eggs,  and  the  leafy  vegetabkea  contain 
the  so<alled  protective  eleuMMts  aad  every 
poultry  ration  should  contain  one  or  the  Other 
of  these  groups  of  feed. 

Since  a  laree  part  of  the  fowl's  body  and  a 
considerable  snare  of  the  egg  is  made  up  of 
water,  it  is  of  the  utmost  importance  that  both 
hens  and  growing  flock  be  supplied  witfi  nn- 
limitrd  quantities  of  drinking  water. 

The  question  of  green  food  in  the  ration  is 
one  about  which  there  is  perhaps  less  uniform- 
ity than  any  other  subject  connected  with 
poultry  feeding.  Every  one  admits  green  food 
IS  a  good  thing  and  most  poultry  men  believe 
that  green  food  is  absolutely  essential  for  pro- 
per growth  attd  development  of  young  stock- 

Some  investigators  nf»w  claim  that  irreen 
food  can  be  dispensed  with  in  commercial  lay- 
ing flocks  without  any  particular  injury  to  the 
birds  and  claim  that  it  has  not  paid  to  go  to 
the  trouble  usually  necessary  to  provide  green 
foo<l  in  the  Winter  in  order  to  keep  the  birds 
in  j^oxl  condition  at  that  time. 

Those  who  maintain  that  the  laying  flock 
can  be  kept  in  good  laying  condition  during 
the  Wint«''  without  gfeen  feed,  maintain  that 
the  principal  benefits  derived  by  laying  hens 
from  green  food  is  the  laxative  effect,  and  usu- 
ally provide  the  birds  with  Epsom  salts  or 
other  laxatives  at  regular  intervals  during  the 
period  when  green  footl  is  not  supplied 

For  the  poultry  keeper  who  is  uncertain 
about  thtf  ration  he  should  feed  during  the  fol- 
lowing  Winter,  tbr  ration  herewith  presented 
is  suggested  as  one  tiiat  is  simple  and  that  has 
given  excellent  results  in  a  lar^e  number  of 
flocks  when  fed  in  liberal  quantities:  For  the 
scratch  grains  feed  sfmply  shelled  fbrn,  or 
shelled  com  in  combination  with- any  other 
farm  grains,  such  as  corn 'and  wheat ;  corn  and 
oats ;  com  and  kafir  corn  ;  or  even  kahr  and 
wheat.  One  of  the  best  rules  for  feeding 
scratch  grain  is  tf>  feed  lightly  in  the  morning 
so  that  the  birds  w  ill  consume  large  quantities 
of  dry  mash  and  th^  give  all  the  gVain  that 
the  birds  can  clean  up  at  the  evening  feeding. 

For  a  dry  mash  to  be  kept  consUntly  be- 
fore the  hens,  the  mixture  of  100  poonds  wheat 
bran,  100  pounds  wheat  shorts,  and  50  pounds 
commfrcial  meat  scrap  or  tankage  is  practic- 
able for  nearly  the  entire  coontry^ 

The  usual  standard  for  measuring  the 
amount  of  mash  that  shoukl  be  given  is  to 
stimulal*  the  birds  to  eat  at  Icastume  pound  of 
mash  for  each  two  pounds  of  grain  by  iMrfding 
up  on  the  gram  until  sufficient  amoants  of 
niaah  are  conauKd.— T.  S.  T^Bwasley  in 
American  l^onltfy  Joaroal. 


Regeneration  of  a  Quarry

TEN  years  ago,  when  the  cenvent  works 
were  built  oujt  at .  Tod  Inlet,'  on  the 
southern  end  of  Vancouver  Island, 
sand  and  shale  were  taken  by  the  thousand 
tons  from- the  woods  near  by  and  an  Excava- 
tion made  more  than  a  hundreo  feet  deef>,  and 
many  acres  in  cxtejit.  it  wfts  a  fearsoniely 
ugly  spot,  ^  gashed  and  ragged  cliff  aides 
'  absolutely  bare  of  green  ;  a  monstrous  rock, 
grim  and  sterile,  lifting  its  gaunt  head  from 
the  centre. of  the  excavation,  Md  a  rough  floor 
of  clay,  parched  and  cracked,  save  where  a 
brackish  pool  of  muddy  water  showed  at  high 
tide,  seeping  in  from  the  corroding  sea. 

Then  an  inspiration  came  to  Mrs.  Butchart, 
the  wife  of  the  owner.  Why  not  make  a 
beauty  spot  of  that  which  was  now  merely  t 
nightmare  of  ugliness?  Why  not  build  a  won- 
derful sunken  garden  so  that  the  great,  for- 
bidding hole  in  the  ground  should  becbme  a 
source  of  changing  delifjhts!*  ^ 
Thereupon  the  work  of  regeneration  began. 
An  endlesa  stream  of  carts,  toiling  fbr  wee^s, 
brought  goo<l  fertile  soil  and  dumped  it  on 
the  gray,  baked  day,  after  a  retaining  wall  liad 
been  built  to  keep  out  the  creeping  sea.  A  bed 
was  made  for  an  artificial  lake.  Springs  from 
Uie  woods  above  were  diverted  to  send  their 
cascades  down  the  ditt  sides  and  foraa  streams 
into  the  lake.  Little  bridges  were  built,  span- 
ning the  water..  Lawns  were  made  »nd  flower 
beds.  On  the  great  grey  rock,  soil  was  placed 
in  every  niche  and  crevice.  Trees  and  shrubs 
were  set  out,  jyid  plants  of  every  variety  under 
the  sun.  And  seeds  were  sown  ^wholesale.  " 

Today  one  enters  the  wonder  garden  by 
way  of  a  wide  open  gate,  flanked  on.eithcr  side 
byliigh  trellises  up  #IM  roses  clamber  to  the 
very  top.  and  at  the  foot  of  whicTi  are  borders 
of  clustering  snowdrops,  daffodils,  hyacinths, 
wallfkiwers,  aubretias,  and  every  Spring 
flower;  while  the  Summer  and  .Aututnn  bring 
their  own  lovely  changes  of  color  and  variety 
of  bloom.  >  ♦  »r  .  V  „ 

There  are  wide  lawns,  also  gaily  trimmed 
with  blossoms.  There  are  t^a-houses  with  rosc- 
hung  pergolas  leading  to^them  and.  to  the 
"fairy  garden  "  The  '^airy  garden"  is  known 
also  as  the  "Japanese  garden,"  because  it  is 
all  on  a  mmiature  scale,  with  dwarf •  trees^and 
low  shrubs,  and  little  tinkling  waterfalls,  and 
small  iris-bordered  pools.  Tiny  houses  there 
are  in  the  diminutive  groves  all  about. which 
cluster  lily-of-th'e-valley.  Bridges  and  step- 
ping stones  lead  over  a  silver  thread  of  water 
or  a  play  cascade.  I^eprechauns,  giant  frogs, 
lizards,  and  other  quaint  figures  are  percl^ 
here  and  there  on  the  .i>ordtr9.o(lhf  ppol^ 

From  the  upper  garden,  a  nSrfW'MIe, 
shady  as  twdight  always,  and  banked  with 
ferns,  leads  to  a  climax  in  the.  sunKen  garden. 
SUnding  on  ,the  rim.  at  Xii^top  of  a  st^p  little 
path,  flagged  with  stones,  one  looks  down 
upon  its  warm,  throbbing  color  and  is  greeted 
b^  the  wafted  perfume  of  mvriads  of  flowers. 
'I  he  once  bleak  waste  has  been  transformed 
into  a  heaven  of  delight.  The  magnitude  of  it 
strikes  one  first,  for  the  clifFsides,  draped  in 
their  {gorgeous  panoply,  look  colossal,  and  the 
great  rock  in  the  centre  is  Hke  a^iant  nosegay 
with  its  masses  of  delpbtffldiil',  hiptn,  loiwiove, 
rho<Io<len<lron,  all  shades  of  aubrfllg ..  tfld 
arabis,  aud  a  rich  variety  of  ferns. 

Here  and'^  there  are  clumps  of  white  and 
purple  lilac  dotting  the  velvet  lawns,  aud  beds 
and  borders  are  overflowing  witii  tints  and 
colors  to  defy  description,  ^om  the  glowing 
flame  of  .the  poppy,  the  vivirl  m  I  ,  and  blues 


.ground  only  a  day  or  two:  There  have  been. 
1  understand,  four  exceptions  to  thia  during 
the  last  thirty  years,  when  heavy  lalU  of  snow 
occurred,  and  on  one  occasion  remaining  on 
(Tie  ground  more  than  two  weeks,  quite  de- 
moralizing traffic  as  there  were  no  proper  ap- 
pliances at  hand  for  clearing  it.  There  ia'a 
good  deal  of  rain  during  the  Winter  and  late 
Autumn,  the  average  rainfall  being  27  inches, 
the  great  bulk  of  w-hich  falls  between  the  end 
of  September  and  the  beginning  of  May. 
Frosts  occur  occasionally,  but  the  temperature 
rarely  drops  below  26  degrees.  Generally  it 
is  possible  to  pick  a  few  roses  any  time  during 
the  Winter  monAs. 

Between  the  middle  of  May  aii  l  the  middle 
of  September  little  or,  not  infrequently,  prac- 
tically no  rain  falls.  As  the  soibis  smIIow 
and  well-drained,  successful  gardeninjj^  neces- 
sitates fairly  constant  watering  during  the 
Summer  mOillhB.  Tliere  is  a  lar^e  proportion 
of  sunshine,  and  the  thermometer  often  climbs 
to  between  70  and  80  degrees,  and  on  a  few 
occaiions  iritt'  rea'bh  as  high  as  9S  degreea 
The  hight  temperatures  arc  cool,  howler. 
av'Qraging  in  the  SuqMner  between  50  and  55

Such  a  climate  wilt  grow  a  wide  rang*  <fl 

plants  successftilly.  The  one  plant  more  prom- 
inetit  than  any  other  \i\  the  southern  part 
the  Islknd  is  Scots  bfbom.  EariySeott 
tlej-s  planted  the  seeds,  and  now  it  cov 
many  square  Oiilei.  and  is  a  pestilent  n 
thot|Hr  ->n»  nrtaikably  pretty  one 
broom  and  Spanish  broom  do  well,  too.  Next 
to  broom  cbmes  holly,  which  thrives  luxuri- 
antly, and  -t^ny  inhabitants  niirfce  a  nice  Sit 
of  pilvmoney  by  trimming  their  holly  trees  in 
Decrembcr,.  and  shipping  the  product  all  over 
Canada  and  the  Vnited  Stntet  tor  Christmai 
decorations.  Hawthorn,  mountain  ash,  lilac 
and  laburnum  flourish  equally  well.  The 
hprsi  chestnut  is  used  eff«Ktivdly  as  a  atr««t 
ttee.  Among  the  native?  trees  the  inadrone 
(Arbutus  Menziesih  grows  to  quite  a  fine 
tree,  and  is  beAntifoI  alike  in  foliage,  in  flower, 
and  in  berry.  These  trees  no  not  grow  s< 
large  as  those  on  the  north  slope  of  .Mount 
Tamalpais,  in  M«pln  County,  CSllMDrqia,  but 
with  that  exception  I  have  seen  no  finer  speci- 
mens than  on  Vancouver  Island.  Another 
very  beau^fnl  tree  is'tlie  hirge^flowering  dog 
wood  (Comus  N'uttallii)  — a  wonderful  sight 
in  the  early  Spmrocr  when  covered  with  large 
white  blossoms.  The  oBtlvc  rose  ik  w^orthy  ot 
#special  mention.  The  single  flowers  often  arc 
nearly  as  largj:  as  a  silver  dollar,  ranging  from 
pbik  to  red ;  and  are  followed  by  big,  brilliant 
red  hips  that  remain  on  the  trees  until  after 
Christmas.  Tlw.,young  foliage  is  delicittly 
seated.  M  pcrlimes  the  night  air. 

Native  bulbs  flourish  so  well  that  a  few 

years  ago  a  Dutch  bulb  grower  planted  sevcfal 
acres  of  tulips,  hyacinths,  daffodils,  and'otiltr 
kinds.  The  principal  native  bt4b' is  the  cdtti- 
mon  camass  (Caniassia  esculenta).  which 
l^cra)ly  blues  the  fields  in  early  Spring  wjlh 
its  ftyacinth-like  flowers  and  makes  a  strfuiig 
contrast  against  the  yellow  an^ 'green  of^c 
Scots  broom.  Many  brodiaeas  are  seen,  in- 
cluding the  very  beautiful  grandiflora.  Zyga- 
denus  are  commdn^  as  are  several  kinds  of 
satin-flower  (Sisyrinchium) ;  one  with  a  larg- 
ish puce-colored  fto^eir  I  have  been  unable  to 
place. 

'Noticeable  among  the  many  rock  plants  in 
the  Butchart  Gardens  are  the  purple  and  white 
arabis,  which  from  early  Spring  flntil  early 
Summer  are  a  periect  not  of  bloj^som  ;  several 
varieties  of  aiibretia;  alyssum  saxatile  and  a 
rarer  lemon-yelkwr  variiiy}  JwaH  phkm;  sax-

"The  spirit  of  coalition,  or  at  any  rate  of 
cooperation,  is  still  alive.  yVith  only  one  or 
twd  exceptions  it  was  oba^rv^  throughout 
the  Scottish  constituencies.  Bot  even  that 
has  not  served  to  keep  labor  out.  Yet  the  ^ 
rcsulta  emphasized  the  need  for  more  rither 
than  less  co  oijcration  among  aril  moderate 
parties  in  future  if  the  Socialist  menace  is  to 
be  fonght  and  conquered. 

"Tlierc  are  special,  and  to  some  extent

"The  main  ttronghold  bf'lahor  is  in  the 
industrial  West,  and  particularly  m  Glasgow, 
which  is  now  represented  by  ten  Laborists, 
four  Unioni.sts  arfd  one  National  Li}>eral,  as 
cOiftpar^d  with  ten  Unionists,  three  Coalition 
Liberals  and  two  Lal$brists  in  the  late  Parlia' 
ment.  .It  is  noteworthy  t^at  labor  holdf  no 
fewer  than  eleven  seats  on  a  minority  vote, 
while  the  corresponding  figure  for  the  L  nion- 
ists  is  four,  for  the  National  Liberals  one.  and 
for  the  Independent  Liberals  one.  ^  >n  a 
Straight  fight  the  majority  of  these  seats 
might  have  been  saved.  It  is  at  leaat  Satis- 
factory that  the  split  in  the  mo<lerate  vote 
which  was  presented  to  the  eommon  enemy" 
was  not  caused  by  Unionists  and  Natsonal 
Liberals  opposing  each  other ;  that  develop- 
ment, as  has  been  said,  was.  a»  far  as  possible 
avoided  in  Scotland,  and  the  truce  has  proved 
to  be  a  wise  and  prudent  proceeding.  The 
only  instance  where  a  UnipniH  ai\d  a  Natioti- 
al  Liberal,  by  concealing  .th«  MBM  te^t,  let 
the  Laborist  irt*  was  in  the  Catncart  diyisi<m 
of  Glasgow.  ^  ' 

"No  doubt  the  main  elemt^nt  In  the  labor 
•uccess  has  been  discontent  in  the  industrial 
ireas  of  the  Clyde,  \yhere  unemployment  is 
prevalent,  particularly  in  the  shipyards.  Scot- 
land as  a  whole  has  not  gone  Labor,  but  oa)y 
these  and  similar  districts.  Further^  these 
are.  the  areas  where  the  population  i«  m<«t 
mixed.  There  is  s  large  admixture  of  Irish, 
or  at  any  rate  of  people  of  Irish  extrapfl^n, 
and  it  seems  clear  that  the  Roman  Catholic 
Irish  have  voted  solidly  for  Labor.  Their 
vote,  as  it  always  is,  has  ieen  organized  from 
the  top.  and'  they  have  recorded  the  dictates 
of  their  leaders  with  the  tinity  of  automata.

Industrial  and  Sdentiiic  Jevelopments 
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VlFdlutipn  in  Coal  IndUM^f 
(■■^Mtfiae  muMt  »i  M  w 
For  several  centunea  cokl  has  been  refpHnd- 
^  ed  as  a  mineral  wlMlie  cemposition  ■  i  'ittic 
*  more  than  carboo  md  mineral  matter  and 
whoee  functkm  it  was  to  be  dug  out  of  the 
earth  and  consumed  merely  as  fuel.  The  fact 
that  it  is  in  reality  an  aggregation  of- the  most 
complex  and  intricate  organic  Compounds, 
\s  111  !i  an  to  a  large  extent  cither  be  separated 
mtact  or  by  suitabje  treatment  converted  into 
otiicr  coflipoimds  of  great  irahMi.  hat  only  been 
realized  to  the  full  during  the  last  few  years. 
Reference  has  been  nui<k  on  previous  occa- 
sions to  the  research, work  actively  proceeding 
on  the  constitution  of  coal  and  also  in  connec- 
tion with  the  gasification  and  low-temperature 
carboniilstion  o(  coaL  but  only  recently,  almost^ 
within<the  laat  few  days,  has  the  engineering' 
world  had  brotight  before  it  stHkii)g  evidence 
that^r  knowledge  of  coat  is  in  a  state  of  very 
rapid  evofution  in  every  direction. 

Many  mining  engineers  have  felt  that  the 
present  methods  of  mining  coal,  especially 
by  laborious  hand  labor,  are  primitive  and  un- 
satisfactory, involving  a  prodigious  waste  pf 
human  labor  under  dangerous  and;  unhealthy 
condtiioii^  r)ther  means  are  being  sought  for, 
and  there  have  been  rumors  of  inventions  of 
compressed  air  drilling  machinea  which  would 
cut  up  and  excavate  the  coal  seam  so  that  the 
material  could  be  taken  direct  to  the  surface 
by  suction  through  pipes.  Dr.  R.  Lessing,  of 
4Jo;idon.  lia  I!  made  a  discovery  that  would 
seem  to  bring  the  possibility  ot  some  such 
molhods  verv  near.  As  is  well  known,  the 
main  body  of  the  coal  substance  is  divided  into 
four  characteristic  groups  'of  compounds 
known  as  fuaain,  durain,  clarain,  atid  vitrain, 
together  v>\th  mineral  matter,  and  when  en- 
deavoring to  find  an  improved  roeUlod  of  sep^ 
arating  these  cousiitucata  Dr.  T^ewing  dia- 
.  covered  that  if  a  piece  of  coal  is  treatea  with 
'dilute  acid  it  becofpes  brittle  and  can  be 
crushed  between  the  fingers.

Inreati^tion  would  seem  to  show'tHat  the 

coal  mass  is  cemented  together  by  countless 
microscropic  layers  or  strata  of  mineral  mat- 
ter, appartotly  calcium  or  ferrous  carbonate, 
which  arc  defcomposed  bodily  by  the  dilute 
acid,  and  the  whole  coal  mass  then  ceases  to 
be  coberent.  Experiments  cat-ried  out  at  the 
pit  face  at  two  collieries,  Tinsley  Park  (Shef- 
field) and  Brereton,  have  prpved  that  if  small 
holes  are  bored  far  into  the  coal-face  and  eul> 
phur  dioxide  gas  from  a  cylinder  be  passed  in 
through'pipes  for  a  few  hours,  the  whole  mass . 
of  tiM  ia  diaintl^ted  lo  th«t  bk>eks  of  it 
can  be  removed  with  the  aid  of  a  penknife. 
Experimental  work  on  the  matter  is  rapidly 
proceeding,  and  the  results  may  be  ao  far- 
reaching  that  one  heiitalee  \o  express  an  opin> 
KMi  on  the  subject.  .  ■ 

A  few  days  ago  the  diatinguifhed  German 
chemist.  Dr.  Bergius.  gave  a  lecture  at  the 
-University  of  Birmingham  on  his  process  for 
what  is  known  as  the  tiquefication  of  coal. 
The  'low^temperaturr  carbonization  of  coal 
acnia  at  decomposing  the  complex  oiganic 
compounds  constituting  the  volatile  matter, 
so  that  the  maximum  amount  of  tar  oils  are 
'produced  with  the  minimum  amount  of  gas. 
Vor  several  years  past,  however,  a  number  of 
inventors,  of  whom  Dr.  Bergius  is  pne  of  the 
moit  prominent,  have  Jieen  endeat^oring  to 
add  to  the  volatile  content  of  coal  hydrogen 
or  other  substances  so  that  on  carbonization 
the  vield  of  oils  and  liquid  products  will  be 
increased  far  iM-exceaa  of  Utat  ppaaible  by- 
simple  decomposition  of  ^«xiati^  doal  aub- 
stanre. 

The  "Bergius"  j)roce88  consists  essentially 
in  treating  powdere<l  coal  at  about  550-650 
deg.  I',  -at  very  high  pressure,  about  l.SOQ 
pounds  per  square  inch,  with  hydrogen  gas,  A 
large  amount  of  whitfh  i«  abaorbed  by  the  coal. 
On  subsequent  carbonization  of  the  material 
many  varieties  of  coa)  are  converted  into  as 
much  as  80  per  cent  by  weight  of  liquid  ar- 
gonic  substances,  and  yields  as  Iiifjh  as  'X)  gal- 
lons per  ton  of  motor  spirit  are  said  to  be  ob- 
tained. 

Another  section  of  this  work  by  a  difTercnt 
group  of  investigators  is  the  action  of  oxygen 
on  coal,  in  which  air  under  high  preeKure  is 
allowed  to  art  on  pulverized  cnal  mixed  with 
soda  ash,  which  results  in  about  40  per  cent  of 
the wdgbt  of  many  eoals  being  conterted  into 
soluble  organic  compounds.  Tt  is  obvious, 
therefore,  that  the  work  on  the  constitution 
of  coal,  hitherto  regarded  by  many  engineers 
as  of  merely  academic  iniportanrr,  may  easily 
become  of  such  practical ,  significance  as  to 
almoet  change  the  ^vrhole  beita  of  engineering.

The  existew«c  of  life  on  the  planet  Veniis 
may  be  considered  highly  probable.  Dr.  Har- 
low Shapley,  director  of  the  Harvard  Observ- 
atory, said  in  a  recent  lecfture.  He  added  that 
the  question  of  lile  on  Nftrs  was  controversial, 
but  that  its  am^l  masa  and  itt  great  diatance 
from  the  sun  counted  Mavily  agatnat the  prob- 
ability of  life  there. 

"Venus,'*  he  said,  is  je«nparable^  to  the 
earth  in  many  ways.  an<l  if.  as  is  likely,  living 
urganisms  develop  wherever  copdiiions  are 
suitable  over  a  sufficient  interval  of  time,  then 
it  may  he  considered  that  life  op  Venu#  is 
highly  probable.  On  no  other  bodies  in  the 
aoiar  system,  however,  are  conditions  >at  all 
favorable  for  the  existence  of  protoplasm." 

Dr.  Shapley  said  that  accepting  the  tidal 
Cirolution  theory  of  a  planetary  ^ytteqp,  even 
for  ^tars  otherwNr  favorably  lofatrd,  an  rn 
counter  oL  just  the  right  sort  with  another 
sUr  was  nffcueary  for  Uie  birth  of  a  plaiietary 
ejretem.

A  tiny  tusked  deer  has  just  been  l>orii  in 
the  London  Zoological  Gardens — the  heir  to 
an'  ancestral  blunder  committed  several 
millions  of  year*  ago.  It  is  a  young  "mouse 
deer,.'^  or  chevrotain,  and  really  has  no  right 
to  exl8t<^n  these  enliglitened  days,  fo|-  its  fore- 
fathers obstinately  refused  to  grow  antlert 
when  they  had  the  chance..  Go  back  from  the 
Regent^  Parm>f  today'  to  the  Tertiarv 
period;  When  horses  were  tpiall  beaatt  wiCn 
three  to^t.  That  was  the  grand  opportunity 
foi' alt^reature^  whp  meant  to  improve. 

Then  all  the  deer  had  tusks  with  which 
they  fought  each  other  and  kept  th«ir  haremt 
in  proper  admiring  subjectkvi. 

At  that  time  ^Nature  was  doing  some  ad>* 
vanced  thinking  and  carrying  on  all  sorts  of 
experiments.  She  tried  some  knobs  on  the 
skull  of  deer.  Tusks  were  not  enough  pro- 
tection from  the  beasts  of  prey  of  the  period. 
If  deer  were  to  persist  and  to  become  some- 
thing better  than  mere  wolf-fodtfer  |hey  mutt 
have  better  weapons.  , 

The  fellow  who  got  the  knobs  over  his 
eyes  was  quite  a  auccest  as  a  youngater.  He 
adopted  a  new  method  of  fighting  other  fawns, 
won  their  respect,  and  when  he  grew  up  he 
stole  their  wiret. 

He  transmitted  his  gift  to  some"  of  his 
babies  (on  strictly  Mendelian  and  Darwinian 
liaet)i  Ih  a  century  or  two  the  knobbed  deer 
became  rather  "the  thing." 

Hia  great-great-grandchildren  had  one  or 
two  quite  aueeeeiful  encounters  with  "beasts  of 
prey.  Of  course,  the  early  panthers  and  wolvtt 
,  were  polishing  up  their  own  weapont  and  im- 
liroving  their  speed,  but  they  found  the  old- 
fashioned  tusked  deer  rather  easier  nieat  than 
t^otc  with  the  nasty  hard  knobe.  — 

In  quite  a  short  time — perhaps  lOO.tXX) 
years  or.  so— these  knobs  became  the  begin- 
nings of  spiked  and  branching  antlers.  When 
you  threw  your  head  back  they  protected  you 
from  a  broken  neck  as  your  enemy  sprang.  It 
was  not  so  easy  for  the  wolfiah  dogs  to  get  at 
your  jugular  vein. 

But  the  deer  who  trusted  to  the'old  fash- 
ioned tusks  were  having  an  increasingly 
rough  time.  They  stood  as  much  chance  as  a 
cross-bowman  in  $ht  1914  trenches. 

Still  they  developed  a  defensive  policy  of 
their  own— those  that  were  left.  They  grew 
smaller  and  took  to  hiding  in  the  generous 
undergrowth  of  the  primeval  forests. 

The  sipaller  they  gre^  the  hvder  were 
they' to  find,  and  today  the  lutlled  deer  ia  rep- 
resented by  the  miniature  chevrotajn.

New  Springs  for  Motor  Veliieles 

Great  interest  is  being  taken  at  the  present 
time  in  a  new  form  of  spring  suspension  which 
a  British  firm  has  designed  for  motor  vehicles. 
The  main  feature  of  this  new' design  is  that 
each  end  of  the  spring  is  free  to  lengthen  A 
small  helical  spring  is  provided  at  each  end, 
but  in  other  respects  the  Spring  is  more  or 
less  similar  to  the  standard  type.  Tests  made 
on  rough  roads  prove  that  the  new  springs 
have  a  most  surprising  effect  on  the  ease  of 
running  Moreover,  the  driver  is  actually  able 
to  release  his  hold  on  the  steering  wheel  while 
running  over  very  rotigh  surfaces.  The  rptult 
is,  in  fact,  that  a  solid  tyre  vehicle  runs  almost 
as  stnoothly  as  a  pneumatic.  The  invention 
has  die  further  adi^ntlge  that  when  fitted  to 
a  new  chassis  it  costs  very  little  more  than  an 
ordinary  set  of  springs.  Per|iap8  the  best 
proof  of  its  benefits  it  the  Jfact  that  motor 
roaches  fitted  with  the  new  springs  are  greatly 
in  demand  by  customers,  in  preference  to  those 
equipped  in  the  otiUnity,  way.

During  the  war  many  important  advances 
were  made  In  the  design  qI  the  boilers  fitted 
to  British  men-of-war.  The  extraordinarily 
severe  service  demanded  from  naval  boilers 
stimulated  inv^tkm  in  many  directiona.  Thy 
reductMn  tin^c  the  war  tn  naval  programme 
of  all  nationa  has  accordingly  restricted  the 
demand  for  SUch  boilers,  and  the  makers  arc 
turning  their  attention  to  other  tiehls.  They 
have  found  a  very  |)r  >mising  one  on  the  electric 
pump  station  The  marine  type  of  boiler  has 
the  advantiK''  <jf  taking  up  comparatively 
little  space  and  of  being  «ble  to  give  a  very" 
rapid  increase  in  aieaming  power,  when,  for 
example,  a  sudien  kind  comes  00  the  .station. 
In  one  lerip  Brit^  electrical  station  two  of 
these  bofleri  nue  being  Mtt^\  with  oil  burners, 
and  cxcelkat  f^tudtag^re  exi>ected  tu  follow.

He  has 
the  idea  that  he  is  not  g<  ^n^g  the  full  benefit 
x)f  his  labor,  and  that  tfte  capitalists  and  share- 
nolders  who  own  the  machinerv  and  materials 
with  which^  he  works  are  robbing  him  of  all 
the'  rewards"  of  his  exertkms  except  just 
enough  to  provide  him  with  an  uncomfortable 
existence.  There  is  no  doubt  that  such  vjisws 
are  very  orevalent  among  the  industrial 
classes.  Trrey  He  at  the  root  of  the  "ca' 
canny"  policy  of  restricting  production,  as  this 
is  merely  the  reaction  of  the  natural  ma*  to 
the  belief  that  he  is  working  to  enrich  some- 
body else  who  has  no  right  to  profit  by  bii| 
labor.  To  deride  wM  opiMens,  mistaken 
though  they  be,  is  no  argument.  Nor  caT4 
they  be  ignored  if  induatriid  contentment  and 
peace  are  to  be  secured.  The^BSnndi^  of  work- 
men hold  them  honestly  and  strongly,  and 
thev  are  preached  continuallj'  in  workshops 
nd  lodges.  But  it  has  to  Mr  sdmitte4  even 
y  the  extremists,  that  for 'Industry , to  exist, 
capital,  in  the  form  of  btftldbgs  and' Machin- 
ery, must  atso  exist*  and  as  capital  It  npthing 
but  the  tavings  of  thrift/  men,  it  Will  not  be 
available  unless  some  inducemejlit  to  thrift,  in 
the  form  of  interest  on  savings,  i4  available. 
The  State  ca|i  only  acquire  capital  by  taking 
it  from  the  population,  and  if  no  capital  c(JUla 
'be  held  by  private  individuals,  thrift  woul^ 
ceaae  and  the  sources  of  taxatk>j|i  Wotfld  dn^ 
up 

If.  then,  capital  h^t  to  exist  ^d  to  carp  suf- 
ficient reward  to  make,  up  for  itt  losses  aa4  to 

renew  its  wastage,  it  does  not  really  matter  to 
the  workman  whether  it  is  owned  by  the  .State 
or  by  a  private  employer.  All  that  he  is  con- 
cerned with  is  whether  he.himself,  as  the  user 
of  it,  is  deriving  a  iatr  share  of  the  profits 
accruing  from  his  labor.  This  is  the  whole 
point,  and  it  must  be  met  by  ensuring  thai  the 
workman's  share  actnally  is  a  fair  one  and 
that  he  ttnderstands  that  it  is  so.  Upon  the 
pottibili^r  of  this  han^s  the  entire  question  of 
industrial  peace  and  orderly  economic  prog- 
ress. We  have  heard  of  several  instances 
during  the  preaent  indnstrial  depresskm  t^hkh 
•bear  out  our  contention.  They  have  all  been 
oLjhe^tamf  kind,  lanmelv,  that  a  firm  faced 
wMh  fke  intpdssloiHty  of  securing  orders  at 
current  rates  has  placed  the  whole  situation 
openly  and  fairly  before  its  workmen,  explain- 
ing the  finaneiiU  sitttktion  ^ithbnt  reservation, 
and  has  found  the  men  willing  to  accept  lower 
rates  in  consideration  of  the  shareholders 
making  a  corresponding  sacrifice  of  their 
H  a  o6ntraet— Engineering.

Today  the 
water  tuL>«-  boiler  reigns  supreme  in  power 
station  practice,  and  large  as  are  the  units  now 
obtainable  as  compared  with  practice  at  the 
b  ng  of  the  century,  there. is  still  a  most 
Mii>v:.i|;  disparity  between  the  proportions  of 
the  tnnine  room,  ^d  the  bojler  hotne  bf  a*^ 
power  station. 

At  the  River  Rouge  works  of  the  I'ord 
Company  as  much  as  276,000  pounds  of 
steam  per  hour  ha\e  been  generated  in  one 
boiler,  but  even  so,  nearly  three  such  units 
working  at  this  maximum,  and  possibly  highly 
uneconomical  output,  would  be  required  to 
supply  existing  steam  turbiuc  units,  and  the 
latter,  pioceoyer,  unlike  an  overdriven  boiler 
are  highly  economical  even  at  over  load.  At 
one  time  the  recognized  eeonomic  rating  of 
water 'tube  .boilers  was  about.  Zy^  pouncR  of 
steam  per  square  foot  of  heating  surface,  but 
in  the  test  at  the  River  Houge  tiajiH  the  out- 
put whs  iienrly  three  ^times  this^  fignrt. 

Generally  speakin^^  high  boiler  outputs 
imply  a  low  eniciency,  and  it  would  not  be 
surprising  i!  in  the  foregoing  caae,  the  ifft' 
ciency  corresponding  to  maximum  output  was 
under  60  per  cent.  ,  Even  lower  figures  were 
obtain^  in  the'experimeiiits  6f  Prbtessor  Goss 
on  locomotive  boilers  when  forced  to  their 
utmost  capacity.  Under  present  conditions 
when  cdkl  is  aear,  boiler  efficiency  is  less  a 
matter  of  indifference  than  it  used  to  be,  and 
more  Care  is  being  taken  to'sectue  reliable 
figures  is  to  the  actual  fuel  consumption  per 
unit  generated.  Guess  work  has  prevailed 
largely  in  the  past,  but  today  the  number  of 
station  engineers  who  record  carefully  the 
actual  weight  of  coal  fired  per  shift  is  increas- 
ing, since  the  diflficulties  of  making  a  fair 
comparison  of  shift  with  shift  have  been 
largely  elimin|ted  by  the  pl«jr  of  phditting 
totnl  coal  per  shift  against  total  outpiit  per 
Shift  which  was  introduced  by  Mr,  R.  H.  Par- 
sons at  the  Edmonton  (Canada)  power  sta- 
tion.

In  the  years  before  the  war  labor  was  so 
cheap  and  plentiful  that  there  »ne  not  mneh 

encouragement  for  the  development  of  elabor- 
ate mechanical  appliances.  Today,  however, 
there  is  ample  Siope  fot*  ensuring  eeonomy  by 
the  installation  of  machinery  in  place  of  hand 
labor.  A  typical  example  is  afforded  by  the 
k>eomotiye  coaling  plant  instslled  at  Crewe, 
the  great  headquarters  of  the  London  end 
North  Western  Railway  Com|)any.  The 
plant  consists  of  a  large  bunker  pf  reinforced 
c  n  rrte  situated  high  al>ovc  the  COtling  level 
A  completely  loaded  coal  wagon  is  run  on  to 
a  cradle  which  is  hoisted  to  the  top  of  the 
bunker  and  is  tipped  so  that  its  conumts  src 
discharged  in  the  bunker,  whicli  has  a  capacity 
of  250  tons.  Trom  this  buoker  there  arc  six 
discharge  openings,  serving  tw»  separate 
lines.  I.ocomotives  are  run  under  the  open- 
ings, and  their  bunkers  filled  by  gravity.  Tho 
whole  operation  of  raising -a  wagon  and 
emptying  it  and  lowering  it  again  takes  only 
three  minutes;  and  engines  can  be  coaled  at 
the  plant  at  the  rate  of  from  Afty  or  sixty  per 
hour.  Not  for  from^cthis  coaling  plant  is  an 
ash  handling  plant,  which  almost,  automati- 
cally loads  wagons  with  the  ashes  ditobarged' 
from  the  locomotives  Both  equipments  arc 
electrically  operated  and  require,  oiihr  one  or.

Whether  we  call  him  "sea"  jg;ull  or  not,  the 
I>lack>heade4   gnll    hsS    seettring  kistinct 
enoiigh  to  play  tlie  pirate  whefSver  he  goes. ' 
The  motive  of  his  first  vwit  to  London  was 
robbery  of  the  ducks  in  St.  James'  Park,  and 
when  the  ploughs  are  idle  in  the  country  he  * 
chiefly  livtcs  by  robbing  the  peewits  with  men- 
aces. So.  perhaps,  if  his'  nonr  e«ittttre  of  feed- 
ing with  the  Lon^lon  pigeons  should  prove  * 
succeeefUt,  ncfe  may'«ee  exciting  chases  in  And 
out  of  thd'Vaflic.  until  the  pigeon  Wbo  has 
been  unlucky  enough  to  find  a  crust  of  braid 
tiropyk  for  the  screaming  gull  behind. 

Meanwhile  our  modern  successors  of  those 
soothsayers  who  read  omens  in  the  flight  of 
birds  will  tell  us  that  this  new  depsrtore  of 
the  gulls  in  I»n<lon  probably  presages  a  Win- 
itt'or^frhy  like  that  of  in\,  tlieir 
predecesdbrs  fh-'st  came.  '

AFTER  the  new  l'ep)s'  Diary  comes  The 
New  Boswcll,  and  from  tht  Mmc  pen 
or  pens.   Tt  is  b>      M.  Freeman,  joint 
author  of  I'epys"  Diary    of  the    Great  War, 
wiMcb  was  done  so  amazingly  well. 

It  is  not  quite  so  rasy  to  catch  the  15<iswpll 
{>tyle,  but  The  New  lioswell  has  captured  a 
very  eogaginf;  book,  a^td  tlj^Qwa  U9  aomething

Dr.  Johnson.  \ 

.  Ydtt  ira  led  to  imagine  that  by  certain 
meaq;),  vaguely  hinted  at,  Dr.  Samuel  John- 
•on  has  "alwavs  maintained  the  liveliest  in- 
terest in  the  doings  of  that  world  which  Was 
oner  the  scene  of  his  literary  and  conversa- 
tional triumphs."  And  the  result  shows  that 
he  has  lost  none  of  his  pungency  and  his  dog- 
matism. In  thirty-four  communications  he 
shows  himself  in  touch  with  times  past  and 
preiehi.  He  has  something  to  say  even  about 
today's  newspapers,  about  Dr.  Coue,  about 
Socrates  and  the  greatness  of  Shakespeare. 
Johiute  and'  Mod«ni  Joumallim 
At  Sir  Joshu&.^yaa&la's  today/'  says  The 
New  Bosvuell,  "the  conversation  happened 
to  turn  upon  modern  English  journalists  and 
their  methods,  of  which  we  are  kept  tolerably 
well  informed  through  the  usual  channels. 

.  I  will  record  a  few  of  the  more  noteworthy 
remarks  made  by  Johnson  upon  thif  topk. 

"Speaking  of  the  Eogiiab  acwipapers  in 
general,  he  said :       '  ^  , 

"  'Sir/  in  our  day  we  contrived  things  dif- 
ferently. We  used  the  reader  as  a  grown 
man.  VVe  gave  him  matter  to  eon.  But  now 
it  is  rather  the  fashion  to  take  him  on  yotir 
knee,  like  a  child,  and  show  him  easy  words 
of  large  letters,  with  pretty  pictures  to  help 
him  spell  them  out.  Sir.  it  resembles  an  in- 
fants first  lesson  book,  of  the  sort  that  used 
to  be  entitled  'Reading  Without  Tears.'  Each 
word  must  be  illaminated  for  him  by  ita  at^ 
teodant  cut.  He  must  not  be  subjected,  Sir, 
to  the  effort  of  exercising  his  intelligence,  for 
that  should  mtkc  his  poor  head  ache.  I  will 
not  deny,  however,  that  this  may  be  a  very 

food  method  for  uneducated  persons,  such  as 
apprehend  the  generality   of.  the  English 
people  now  to  br  '  " 

Jolmson  Experimenu  With  Dr.  Coue 

How  up  to  date  Dr.  Johnson  is  is  shown 
by  his  experiments  with  Dr.  Coue. 

"Waiting  on  Dr.  Johnson  today,"  says  The 
New  Boswell,  "I  found  him  seated  in  an  easy 
chair  by  the  fire,  with  his  elbows  on  his  knees 
and  his  head  propped  between  his  hands.  The 
inflammatory  condition  of  his  countenance,  no 
lets  than  the  lachrymose  streams  tliat  exiulcd 
from  his  complaint-^to  wit,  a  severe  cold — 
which  he  appeared  to  have  taken,  as  usual, 
with  the  extreme  violence  characteristical  of 
thia  uncompromising  man,  in  whom  the  total 
incapacity  of  succumbing  with  moderation  to 
anything,  whether  to  the  allurements  of  pica- 
sure  or  to  the  aggressions  of  disease,  was  al- 
ways so  signal  a  feature. 

"At  th«  moment  ol  my  entry  he  was  recit- 
ing (ymiething,  in  a  tone  of  great  solemnity, 
to  Hodge,  the  cat,  who  sat  on 'the  hearthrug 
facing  Johnson  with  a  look  in  hit  eres  ^adi- 
cativo  of  indulgent  toleration,  tiot,  however, 
Unmixed  with  a  certain  degree  of  contempt. 
So  immersed  was  the  Great  Cham  in  this 
occupation  that  he  evidently  had  not  ob- 
served me  come  in,  but  continued  to  recite  to 
Hodgt  in  the  belief  that  they  two  were  still 
alone.  I  could  not,  of  course,  fail  to  hear  the 
matter  of  his  recitation,  whicli  was  as  follows 
—'Every  bidute  I  ab  better  add  better.  Sir. 
Sir,  every  bidute  I  ab  better  add  better. 

**1  then  perceived  that  he  was  rehearsing 
the  curative  methods  of  Dr.  Coue,  ^kich,  re- 
cently transmitted  to  us  from  earth,  have  at- 
tracted so  much  attention  on  this  side.  To 
describe  the  effect  produced  on  me  by  these 
proceedings,  with  their  strange  blend  of  the 
impressive  and  the  ludicrous,  particularly  in 
respect  of  the  punctilious  formality  of  John- 
son's 'Sir'  addressed  to  his  feline  Confidant,  is 
\ltO|^ther  beyond  my  powers." 

Joluaon  Meets  Shakeapaaev 

"Yesterdsy,'*  continues  The  New  Boswell, 

"I  had  the  rare  treat  of  witnessing  a  meeting 
i>etween  Dr.  Johnson  and  the  celebrated  Mr. 
William  Shakespeare,  mt  the  hoapitaMt  tenrd 
of  their  common  friend.  Mr.  Malone.  In  addi- 
tion to  these  two  Colossi  of  literature,  there 
was  also  |M9MMt  Mr.  GArricK  ^  William 
Forbes,  and  Dr.  Goldsmith.  He 
joined  in  the  talk,  as  occasion  arose,  without 
ever  pushing  himself  into  it  or  ulking  for 
effect,  but  sayinjf  what  he  had  to  say  most 
simply  and  companionably.  Indeed,  so  little 
conscWva  dki-M  swrn  of  bemg  anyone  be- 
yond the  ordinary,  that  I  doubt  whether  he 
would  have  mentioned  hia  own  writings  at 
all,  had  not  Johnson  brought  up  that  topic  by 
inquiring  of  him  whether  he  had  read  Mr. 
Clutton-Brock's  recent  little  book  on  'Ham- 
let.* 

"Mr.  Shakespeare  replied  in  the  affirma- 
tive, saving,  with  a  smile,  that  he  had  read 
everything  that  had  been  written  of  himself, 
and  that  each  new  book  diverted  him  more 
than  the  last,  so  that  he  often  almost  died  of 
laughter  over  them. 

"Johnson:  'Yet  they  are  not.  for  the  most 
part,  written  in  comical  vein.  1  believe,  Sir?' 

"Shakespeare:  'Nay,  but  in  the  most 
solemn  vein  possible.  .\nd  herein  lies  the 
comedv  of  it ;  to  wit,  that  they  will  all  solemn- 
ly inflat  on  taking  me—a  plain  man  that 
made  plays  to  get  money,  and  wrote  what 
came  into  my  head — for  a  sort  of  superhuman 
mystk,  fuller  of  depth  than  the  Sphinx  of 
Egypt,  and  more  pregnant  with  hidoen  mean- 
ings than  the  Delphic  Oracle.  ..   .  / 

"He  spoke  quite  naturally  of  Ms  marriage 
with  Mias  Hathaway,  for  whom  he  expressed 
the  warmest  regard,  although  b«  found  her 
impoastblc  to  live  with. 

"Garfkk>'Tllia.  Sir.  waa  doubtless  becaose 
she  wae  M  cefinioii  to  •  amo  of  your  great 
mind/  ^  . 

"Shake»p^«rr :  'Nay.  'twas  because  she 
anorod  o'  nights,  and  I  could  not  cure  her  of 

it.  .  .       n  fiiiiniK  rmiiu 

''When  Mr.  Shakespeare  took  his  depart- 
ure. Dr.  Johnson  and  he  shook  hands  with 
mutual  expreaaions  of  goodwill.  After  he  was 
gone,  Johnson  said : 

"'Sir,  this  ia  tlie  Aott  sensible  (^miuo  T 
have  ever  met  Afd  tllit,  I  believe,  bir,  is  the 


i; 


true  roasun  why  the  critics  Imd  him  so  baf- 
fling. Unused  to  association  of  plain  sense 
with  genius,  the  plainer  the  sense  of  what  he 
has  written,  the  more  convinced  they  are  of 
some  subtle  undermeaning.  He  made  hia 
lays  objectively  to  get  money,  and  they  will 
lavc  it  that  he  made  then>  subjectively  to 
propound  some  abstruse  philosophy  of  *  life. 
Then,  Sir,  having  imagined  all  these  meta- 
physical profundities,  and  finding  tlicni  very 
little  consonant  with  the  character  of  the 
known  .*^hakespeare,  sooner  than  they  will  re- 
iiant  their  own  imaginary  importations,  they 
must  seize  the  desperate,  expedient  of  putting 
up  Lord  Bacon  to  account  for  them.* 

"I  said,  'Sir,  I  believe  you  have  hit  the 
right  nail  on  the  head/ 

"Johnson  (complacently)  :  'Why,  yes.  Sir, 
another  nail  (if,  in  face  of  Mr.  Shakespeare's 
very  explicit  disckimer,  any  wtrt  needed)  W 
the  Verulamian  coffin  *  " 

"Then  we  have  an  occasion  when  Dr. 
Johnson  castigates  his  too  faithful  Boswell. 
What  he  will  say  when  he  sees  this  latter-day 
version  of  Boswell's  journal  we  shall  never 
know. 

Johnson  Castigates  His  Biographers 
"On  going  to  see  Johnson  today,  I  found 
him  perusing  my  eelebrated  'Ufe'  of  himself. 
Of  this  he  presently  began  to  tpeidc  in  •  TCry 
candid,  yet  friendly,  manner.  * 

'Su[,'  he  sakl,  'every  time  I  dip  into  it— 
as  I  do  pretty  frequently— it  is  more  and  more 
bourne  upon  me  what  an  extraordinary  work 
thia  it.  Sir,  Uking  your  book  item  by  item, 
I  can  put  my  finger  upon  a  thousand  items 
that  are  individually  exceptional.  Not,  in- 
deed, in  their  facts,  which  are,  for  the  most 
part,  recorded  with  frank— nay,  often  with 
too  frank  an  accuracy.  But,  Sir,  this  very 
meticuk>u8  aceuraey  has  led  you  into  in- 
numerable lapses  from  good  taste  and  dis- 
cretion. Sir,  vou  have,  as  it  were,  peered  into 
my  bed-chamber  and  preyed  upon  its  most 
secret  privacies.  You  have  catcht  me  in  my 
nakedest  moments  and  exhibited  those  occa- 
sions of  nudity,  in  every  detail,  to  a  gaping 
public.  In  fine,  you  have  divulged  me  in  a 
state  of  nature  to  the  entire  world.  Ne\'cr- 
theless.  Sir,  objectionable  though  these  e?chi- 
bitions  are,  taken  each  indls  :dual!} ,  yet  taken 
all  together  in  the  mass,  they  somehow  pro- 
duce a  not  unhappy  effect.  liad  you  shown  a 
better  taste,  your  book  had  been  praised  for 
the  delicaey  of  its  reserve,  and  the  subject  of 
it  should  have  languished  in  refined  obscurity. 
But.  as  it  is,  he  ramps  and  prances  with  all 
the  effects  of  full-blooded  life  in  the  noon- 
day li^t  of  a  perpetuated  publicity.  Sir,  in 
vulgfarizing  me  seriatim,  you  have  vitalized 
me  m  conjunction.  If  at  whiles  you  have 
made  a  figure  of  fun  of  me,  you  have  at  least 
endowed  that  figure  of  fun  with  animation. 
And,  Sir,  on  a  balance  of  advantaj^cs,  it  is 
better  to  go  down  to  posterity  a  live  gargoyle 
than  a  dead  seraph.' '

Great  Novels  of  the  Past 


AMID  the  welter  of  present  day  fiction  it 
is  refreshing  to  return  to  the  great 
novels  and  romances  of  a  g«neratk>n  or 
two  ago,  and  rejoice  in  their  unfading  charm. 
Thirty  years  ago  Mrs.  Annie  Macfarlane 
Logan,  of  Montreal,  reviewed  fiction  for  the 
New  York  Nation.  In  1895  she  chose  for  a 
list  published  by  the  American  Library  Asso- 
ciation two  hundred  and  fifty  noVdtsts  whose 
chief  books  she  named,  with  illumifiating 
notes.   A  few  of  her  selections  follow:  . 

Charlotta  Broata 

One  of  the  most  striking  personalities  in 

English  fiction.  Her  novels  are  wholly  an  ex- 
pression of  that  personality.  Her  actual  ex- 
perience was  very  limited,  and  of  a  kind  tl^at 
distorted  an  impetuous  spirit.  She  poured 
her  soul  out  in  her  books  with  painful  bitter- 
ness and  tremendous  pnsskm.  She  broke  up 
the  literary  conventi<jii  which  represented 
women  as  tame,  passionless  beings,  and 
ahowed  them  conscious  of  an  independent 
existence,  hopcles.sly  battlinjr  against  circum- 
stances. The  modern  reader  is  most  surprised 
by  the  submissive  attitude  towards  men  as- 
sumed to  be  the  correct  one.  bv  the  almost 
ridiculous  qualities  ascribed  to  men,  and  be- 
lieved by  the  author  to  be  natural  and  admir- 
able, and  by  the  readiness  of  her  real,  think- 
ing feeling  women  to  fall  madly  in  love  with 
these  imaginanr  and  generally  detestable  gods. 
Nevertheless,  her  purrly  .subjective  novels 
have  all  the  excitement  of  those  dependent  on 
thrilling  plot  and  incident.  In  delineating  the 
manners  of  people  of  whom  she  had  no  actual 
knowledge  (her  heroes  included),  her  inex- 
perience is  evident;  her  styl«  is  direct  and 
keen,  but  too  poignant  for  modem  taste  Her 
books  are  simply  the  cry  of  a  soul  for  some- 
thmg  that  life  refused,  and  will  probably  be 
read  as  long  as  humanity  is  capable  of  pas- 
sionate pity.  Their  titles  are  "Jane  Evr«." 
"Shirley"  and  "Villette."  , 

WUktoColUna 

Here  was  a  master  in  constructkm  of  in- 
trscate  ptots  and  direct,  convincing  narrative. 
In  developing  the  awfullest  mystery,  or  unty- 
ing the  hardest  knoU.  his  method  was  mar- 
velouslv  clear,  and  his  vision  of  the  end  un- 
ck>uded.  Some  of  his  people  are  rather  im- 
pressive villains,  but  mostfy  they  count  only 
as  figures  for  carrying  on  the  action.  He  was 
really  a  great  story-teller,  independent  of 
school  or  fashkm,  or  fad.  His  best  books  are 
Man  and  Wife."  "No  Name,"  'The  Woman 
in  White,"  and  "The  Moonstone." 

The  cheractera  depicted  by  Diuh  Maria 
Lraik  were  generally  drawn  from  tht  mWdle 
class,  and  Iter  plots  centred  on  the  occasional 
emotkmal  crises  of  common  life  She  often 
touched  prominent  social  movements,  but 
never  palmed  o0  a  tract  as  a  atory.  Her  chief 
works  are  ''John  Halifax,  Gentleman,- 
"Agatba'a  Husband."  "Mbtreaa  mi  U^lUr 


This  novelist.  American  by  birth,  was  cos- 
mopolitan by  education.  Whether  his  .tcenes 
be  in  india,  Bagtead,  Itnly.  or  ertn  Turkey, 
he  manares  to  give  the  note  of  t  w  and 
natiprt.  His  plots  are  excellent  and  though 
•ooAlimae  a  trifle  Iohr  windod,  h«  ia  enter- 
taining and  satisfactory  .Ml  his  hooks  show 
talent  and  training,  and  most  oi  them  may  be 


read  with  very  ^rcat  pleasure.  11  is  most 
popular  books  art  ** A  l^loman  Singer."  "Sara- 
cinesca,"  Sant'  llario.  "  "Don  Orsino/'  and  "A 
Tale  of  a  Lonely  i'arish."  ' 
James  De  Mille  was  a  Canadian  novelist. 
Fur  tales  xjf  adventure,  mystery  artd  purzling 
cotoplication  I^i^  talent  was  similar,  but  not 
•quel  to  that  of  Wilkie  CoMins.  He  some- 
times lost  his  prip  on  the  plot  and  floated  about 
aimlessly,  liis  stories,  however,  hold  the  at- 
tention, and,  given  a  little  more  cohesion  and 
precision  of  detail,  would  have  been  first  rate 
of  their  kind.  His  notewcirthy  volumes  are 
"The  Cryptogram,"  "Cord  and  Creese,"  "ItUs 
Ravcnd's  Conversion. '  "The  Lftdy  of  the  Ice." 
-8am  Slick- 
In  writing  "The  Clockmaker/'  Judge 
Thomas  Chandler  Haliburton,  a  Nova  Scotian, 
founded  the  school  of  humor  since  developed 
by  Artemus  Ward  and  Mark  Twain.  1q  the 
guise  of  a  Yaitkot  clock  peddler  the  author 
airs  Tory  convictions  of  an  extreme  type,  and 
satirizes  the  folly  of  leaning  on  politics  for 
prosperity.  "The  Clockmaker"  was  written 
nearly  a  century  ago,  and  its  style  is  often 
hurried  and  careless,  yet  many  of  its  chapters 
are  as  amusing  as  ever.  Phases  of  provincial 
life  long  vanislied  are  here  painted  by  a  keen 
observer.  The  occasional  descriptions  of 
nature  are  sympathetic  and  geauiM. 

Nathaniel  Hawmorne 
A  New  England  writer  oi  novels  and  tales 
of  the  middle  period  of  the  ninetemth  century. 
He  is  the  most  distinguished  American  novel- 
ist and  the  finest  exponent  of  the  New  Eng- 
land Puritanism  and  mysticism,  that  is,  a  com- 
bination of  exalted  imagination  and  con- 
science. The  great  strength  of  his  delinea- 
tion is  on  the  apiritual  side,  and  the  spirit^is 
ever  uppermost.  His  sense  of  the  dramatic 
and  picturesque  was  sufficient  for  action  and 
•ituation,  but  he  never  depended  upon  either 
for  effect.  As  a  writer  of  beautiful  imagin- 
ative prose  no  other  American  is  his  equal  and 
few  Englishmen  are  his  superiors.*  His  prin- 
cipal works  arc  "The  Scarlet  Letter/'  "The 
Hdbse  oi  the  Seven  Gables,"  and  "The  M»rble 
Faun." 

Anthony  Trollope 
English  novelist  of  the  middle  period  of 
the 'nineteenth  centiiry.  His  people  belong  to 
the  upper  middle  class  and  aristocracy. 
Whether  clergymen,  politicians,  hunting 
squires,  positive  autcKratic  dames,  or  amiable, 
rather  colorless  damsels,  thev  have  the  atamp 
of  life  itself.  His  distinguisned  merit  was  in 
showing  the  whole  everyday  life  of  his  people 
and  their  interdepefidence.  His  defect  was  a 
lack  of  sentiment,  a  tendency  to  linger  on  the 
practical  side  and  to  extol  tlie  idea  of  getting 
on  in  life — doing  well  for  oneself.  Still,  as  in 
the  beautiful  character  of  the  Warden,  he 
shows  himself  appreciative  of  spirituality  and 
self  sacrifice.  His  manner  isaingularly  down- 
right ;  his  style  without  grace.  He  had  a 
mania  for  telling  everything,  which  is,  at  times, 
tedious,  yet  his  work  will  probably  stand  as 
most  faithful  photofi;raphy  of  the  society  in 
which  he  moved.  The  Barchester  series  repre- 
sents Trollope  at  his  best.  The  acenes  are  in 
a  cathedral  town  and  the  country  round  about. 
Tliere  yis  a-  thread  of  connection,  but  each 
volume  is  a  complete  story.  This  series  com- 
prises  "The  Warden,"  "Barchester  Towers," 
"Doctor  Thorne,"  "Framley  Parsonage,"  "The 
Small  House  at  Allington,"  "Last  Chronicles 
of  Barset."  Amonjj  his  other  books  mav  be 
named  "Oriey  Farm"  and  'The  Three  Clerks."

At  each  end  of  Seething  (or  Sidon)  I^nc 
is  a  church;  both  of  these  escaped  the  Great 
Fire  of  London.  One  is  All  Halkms',  Bark- 
ing, and  the  other  St.  Olave's,  Hart  Street.  In 
the  former  William  Penn  was  baptized;  in  the 
latter  the  immortal  Pepys  was  buried. 

On  the  restoration  of  King  Charles,  the 
Navy  Office  was  in  this  lane.  Thither  the 
great  diarist  moved  in  order  to  be  near  his 
work,  and  here  he  took  up  an  official  resi- 
dence (with  garden),  having  as  his  neighbors 
the  Controller  and  others  connected  with  the 
office.  Much  amusing  detail  is  to  be  found  in 
the  Diary  relative  to  the  fitting  up  of  the  new 
house  by  "a  sort  of  drolling  workmen"  with 
so'daewhat  ca'  canny  mctbeda,  tcMntbcr  whh 
much  matter  connected  with  St.  Olave's 
Church. 

Here  Mr.  Pepys  l^d  his  pew,  but  even 

when  his  official  duties  did  not  call  him  else- 
where he  was,  it  is  to  be  feared,  not  a  regular 
attendant  at  St.  Olave's.  Perhaps  he  foresaw 
at  times  the  probable  nature  of  the  sermon. 

"l/ord's  Day — All  the  morning  making  up 
my  accounts  (God  forgive  me!)  to  give  up  to 
my  Lord  this  afternoon."  (Oh,  Mr.  Pepys  t) 
....  "Easter  Day.  I'p  and  this  day  put 
on  my  close-kneed  coloured  suit,  which,  with 
new  stockings  of  the  colour,  with  bell,  and 
new  gilt-handled  sword,  is  very  hjndsome.  To 
church,  where  the  young  Scotchman  preach- 
ing, I  slept   awhile,"  atid   once  more:  "To 

church  a^-ain,  where  a  simple  COOtCOnibc 
preached  worse  than  the  Scot." 

On  another  Lord's  Day,  a  year  later,  some 
of  our  maids  sitting  up  1,-itc  last  night  to  get 
things  ready  against  our  feast  today,  Jane 
called  us  up  about  three  in  the  morning  to  tell 
us  of  a  great  fire  they  saw  in  the  City.  Three 
days  afterwards  the  Great  Fire  reached  "Bark' 
ing  Church,  which  is  at  the  bottom  of  our 
lane."  There  it  stopped,  and  the  lane  was 
preserved. 

The  Navy  Office  has  departed  many  a  long 
year,  but  the  flavor  of  the  sea  still  hangs  about 
"our  lane."  Since  Mr.  Pepys'  time,  the  cor- 
poration of  the  Trinity  House  he  knew  has 
gone  from  Deptford  Strond;  it  is  now  domi- 
ciled nearer  to  St.  Olave's,  and  there  the  Mas- 
ter's Flag  floats  over  the  church  tower  on 
Trinity  Monday. 

One  side  of  the  lane  has  been  recently  de- 
molished to  make  way  for  the  house  of  the 
Port  of  London  Authority.  And  Mr.  Pq>ys  is 
still  remembered  there,  for  the  street  which 
fronts  the  new  building  now  bears  Us  name 
~C  K.,  in  London  Daily  Mail.

"Tlic  opening  chapters  are  skiHiilIy  plnnned 
so  as  to  bring  out  in  the  earlier  ycar^  ot  their 
subject  the  smient  points,  a«  the  author  judges 
them,  of  the  mature  mrin's  career  Special 
stress  is  laid  on  tlic  mixed  stock  of  knowledge 
and  prejudice,  idealism  and  disillusion  with 
which  Mr.  Lloyd  George's  rather  Spartan 
boyhood,  passed  under  the  wing  of  his  uncle, 
Richard  Lloyd,  among  the  chapel-goers  of 
Llanystumdwy,  was  likely . equip  hiva  for 
the  struggles  of  life. 

''What  Mr.  Raymond  deduces  with  most 
emphasis  from  the  first  stages  of  Mr.  Lloyd 
George's  public  life  is  the  accidental  character 
^of  his  connection  with  the  Liberalism  of  the

"That  Mr.  Lloyd  George  was,  in  the  period 
just  before  the  war,  a  good  deal  at  a  loss  for 
a  cause  adequate  to  his  daemonic  energy  Mr. 
Raymond  conveys  in  a  eharacterietically 
audacious  simile: 

".'What  a  baby  is  to  a  flighty  but  sound- 
hearted  wom-o.  the  Great  War  was  to  Mr".

crete and  despotic  to  absorb  an  encn^y  which 
had  so  far  exceeded  both  hia  vieioQ  and  his 

judgment.' 

"It  was,  indeed,  a  crisis  in  which  his  quali- 
ties were  beyond  valtie  and  hia  failings  of 
small  account.  Courage  and  vision  were  the 
supreme  needs  of  the  hour;  they  were  cheap 
at  tile  price  of  agoed^eal-of  waetefulness  and 
scamped  detail. 

Small  Company  of  the  Great 
"The  author's  final  verdict  is  at  least  ably 
expressed,"  says  The  Times. 

"  'He  (Mr.  Lk)yd  Geor^)  is  like  that  genie 
in  the  Arabian  tale  who  was  now  a  fire-vomit- 
ing giant,  now  a  crbwing  cock,  and  anon  an 
almost  invisible  pomegranite  seed.  Those 
who  see  only  one  set  of  facts  find  in  him,  to 
borrow  the  Gibbonian  phrase,  "the  awful 
majesty  of  a  hero/'  whereas  Mr.  George  is  in 
fact  a  quite  domestic  and  comfortable  person. 
Those  who  see  only  another  set  of  facts  are 
gutlly  of 'even  greater  absurdity  in  treating 
him  merely  as  sn  adroit  politician.  The 
present  writer  .  .  .  suggests  that  history  will 
agree  with  much  contemporary  opinion,  that 
Mr.  George  may  fairly  claim  admission  to  the 
small  company  of  great,  and  even  very  great 
British  stateamen.  But  it  will  probably  also 
place  him  among  those  of  whom  it  may  be 
said,  as  Macaulay  said  of  the  elder  Pitt,  that 
their  greatness  was  "not  a  complete  and  well- 
proportioned  greatness,"  and  that  the  drama 
of  their  lives,  far  ffom  presenting  the  sym- 
metry of  a  perfect  t>iM«  of  art.  is  "a  cnido 
though  striking  piece,  a  piece  abounding  in 
incongruities,  a  piece  without  any  unity  of 
plan,  but  redeemed  by  some  noble  passages, 
the  effect  of  whleh  is  increased  by  the  tame- 
<  i  or  extravagance  of  what  precedes  or  of 
what  follows.'"'*.  ' 

A  Biographer's  Odd  Gift 

"It  will  not  really  be  safe  to  be  a  politician 
in  this  country  until  Mr.  E.  T.  Raymond  is 
dead,"  writes  G.  H.  Mair  in  The  Evening  Stan- 
dard. 

".Many  people — it  has  become  rather  a 
habit  lately — write  character  sketches  or 
studies  of  eoatem^wmries.  Mr.  Raymond 
differs  from  all  the  others,  not  merely  in 
quality  but  in  kind.  He  has  the  odd  gift — 
which  possibly  (though  I  should  doubt  it) 
'  might  make  him  an  uncomfortable  person  to 
meet  at  a  dinner  party — of  treating  people 
who  share,  after  all,  with  him  the  most  essen- 
tial of  all  the  things  which  Providence  has 
given  us  in  common — the  privilege  of  living  at 
the  same  time — as  if  they  were  somebody  from 
whom  he  was  remotely  detached,  and  about 
whom  he  could  write  (and,  indeed,  does  write) 
as  if  they  were  at  the  other  end  of  a  telescope. 

'  "When  the  telescope,  as  it  is  in  the  case  of 
Mr.  Raymond,  is  a  microscope  as  well,  you 
luve  the  kind  of  feeling,  as  a  reviewer,  and 
possibly  for  the  first  ttme  in  your  life,  that 
obscurity  has  its  compensations  and  that  you 
are  on  the  whole  safer. 

Aa  Esaay  in  Avoidance 

"In  his  new  book  Mr.  Raymond  treats  Mr. 
Lloyd  George  with  that  mixture  of  Courtesy 
and  candor  which  is  the  first  and  most  valu- 
able quality  of  the  born  biographer.  I  doubt 
wlietller  any  other  man  could  avoid  so  com- 
pletely as  Mr.  Raymond  does  the  reticences 
which  beset  you  when  yon  are  writing  about 
a  man  who,  you  know  quite  well,  will  nead 
what  you  are  going  to  say  about  him.  Equally 
I  envv  Mr.  Lloyd  George,  who  this  morning 
has  tnc  opportunity  of  readhir,  not  merely 
much  which  in  a  busy  l>fe  he  lias  forgotten, 
but  of  seeing  himself  as  soma  future  Gibbon 
will  see  htm  m  some  still  ufiwritten  history  of 
the  DecUaa  aai  Fall  of  the  German  Empire. 

"It  is.  In  fact,  to  Gibbon  that  Mr.  Raymond 
has  gone  for  the  note  on  which  he  has  formed 
his  book.  He  biggins  with  a  Iom  compariaou 
of  Mr.  Llovd  George  with  the  Emperor  Dio- 
cletian, and  works  it  out  remarkably  well.

"'Thirty  years  in  the  practice  of  politics 
and  of  a  learned  profession  had  given  him  a 
social  ease  and  flexibility  adequate  to  all  the 
probable  demands  of  his  station.  A  strong 
memory,  a  rapid  perceptkm,  wide  If  desul- 
tory reading,  constant  converse  vi'h  tlir 
most  considerable  minds  Of  his  time  had  sup- 
plied the  defects  (eaiily  exaggerated)  of  his 
scho  'liiig  It  would  be  ridiculous  to  suppose 
that  tltc  varied  experiences  of  a  life  spent  in 
close  contsct  'with  every  kind  of  superiority 
could  have  left  a  singularly  adaptable  nature 
mpre  deficient  in  the  social  art*  and  graces 
iMtti  a  professor  or  a  country  clergyman.  It 
would  be  absurd,  to  annast  that  the  sutea- 
jrf  iftj^wciHag  waa  m  gcvcrai  ensure  the 


inferior  oi  the  dull  squire  who  happened  to 
have  taken  a  pass  degree  thirty  years  before. 

But  it  wuuM  be  equally  uncritical  to  igno^ 
tha  fact  that  the  acquirements  of  maturity  are 
held  on  a  ditferent  tenure  from  the  IcMona  un- 
conscioiisly  absorbed-ia  youth.

"This  seems  to  ine  at  least  as  good  in  the 
way  of  writing  as  is  Gibbon  himself,"  adds  Mr. 
Mair.    ..  • 

"Mr.  Ivloyd  George's  position  at  the  preaent 
moment  is  comparable  to  that  of  BisaMick»'^ 
says  Mr.  Mair. 

"Future  generations  will  nearly  certainly 
regard  him  as  a  statesman  the  expression  of 
9  whose  genius  is  to  be  found  not  in  the  history 
of  a  cotmtry  but  of  a  continent.  It  is,  there> 
fore,  interesting  to  speculate  on  the  significance 
o(  the  moment  when  it  may  be  supposed  that, 
merely  at  the  request  of  hyi  colleague  tha  lKar» 
eign  Minister,  Mr.  Lloyd  George  first  showed 
his  formidable  pugnacity  ^  tha  German  £ml^ 
peror:

First  he  had  impressed  a  few  Welsh  villages;

out  the  Principality;  next  he  had  conquered 
the  English  Radicals.  He  had  successively 
enjoyed  the  horror  and  alarm  of  Welsh  bish- 
ops. Whig  politicians,  landlords,  and  peers. 
Now  there  was  a  new  thrill;  in  every  £t|ro- 
pean  Chancellory  hil  words  had  awakwbad 
▼iyid^ansotion  of  one  kind  or  another/  V. 
No_Poolish  Flattery 

"Mr.  Raymond  is  as^  felicitous  in  handling 
Mr.  Lloyd  George's  character  as  he  is  in  re- 
cording his  achievements.  He  avoids  tl]e  fool- 
ish flattery  which  rets  the  permanence  of 
books  of  this  kind.  ■  On  the  other  hand,  ha  haa 
acquired  or  preserved  a  great  deal  of  informa- 
tion which  is  transient  enough  but  which  peO"

ONE  difficulty  with  which  De  Morgan 
had  to  contend  with  was  the  lack  of 
unity  of  interpretation  between  himself 
and  the  draughtsmen  on  whom  he  depended 
for  the  reproduction  of  his  ideas.  The  weak- 
ness of  all  modern  craftemanship  is  an  over- 
refined  finish;  and  he  was  keenly  alive  to  thia 
trouble;  the  designer  and  the  draughtsman 
being  often  so  dissimilar  in  temperament  that 
the  former  had  to  copy  the  latter  instead  of 
interpreting  him;  and  if  the  copying  became 
too  mechanical  and  labored,  much  of  the 
spontaneity  of  the  original  was  inevitably 
lost.  On  one  design  still  in  existence  De 
Morgan  hiflsself  hae  noted  for  hia  £etk>ur 
worker:  "I  want  you  to  use  your  own  discre- 
tion .-as  nvuch  as  possible";  and  there  were 
tiroaa  i>liefc.tt»  taproduction  of  his  work  waa 
as  out  of  harmony  with  the  spirit  of  his  in- 
tention as  can  be  a  aymphony  ol  Beethoven 
under  the  hands  of  an  unskilled  musician. 

Thus  the  pottery  done  directly  under  his 
supervision  alone  bears  the  stamp  of  his  in- 
dividual genius.  In  other  specimens,  slthough 
his  designs  were  utilized  by  his  workmen,  the 
subtle  grace  df  the  original  lines  and  the  vital- 
ity of  the  original  conception  was  too  often 
lost  or  marred.  An  old  workmaa  who  labored 
with  him  early  in  his  career,  used  to  relate 
how  De  Morgan  was  so  particular  with  all 
work  which  caaie  under  hu  direct  iuspectkm 
that  often  after  a  vase  was  quite  fmished — to 
the  superficial  observer  exquisitely  hand-paint- 
ed aad  ready  for  baking--he  wouM,  if  he  dUl 
not  consider  it  was  absolutely  flawless,  toss  it 
relentlessly  on  the  floor  and  smash  it  into  a 
thousand  pieces. 

At  all  times  so  absorbed  was  he  in  creating 
and  supervising  that  he  would  forget  all  bc^ 
sides.  Reminded  that  it  was  long  past  hit 
dinner  hour,  he  would  rush  off  to  the  nearest 
baker's,  buy  a  piece  of  bread,  and  returning  in 
haste  would  eat  it  absently  while  continuing 
hia  examination  or  direction  of  the  work  going 
on  around  him.  This  absorption  in  the  crea- 
tive and  constructive  part  of  his  business  in- 
volved a  corresponding  difference  to  its  pro* 
saic  side,  and  it  is  said  that,  more  than  once  he 
forgot  to  sign  the  cheques  when  he  paid  bis 
men— a  lapse  which  they  treated  with  good- 
humored  indulgence,  often  omitting  to  point  it 
out  till  the  wages  efaiii  fell  due  apon  the  week 
followhig. 

There  indeed  existed  between  master  and 
men  a  cheery  camaraderie  totally  different 
from  the  usual  status  of  empk>yer  and  cm- 
ployed.  The  factory  wia  mora  Rfca  Mba 
private  guild,  in  which  there  was  a  com- 
munity of  interest.  Each  man  recognized 
that  he  was  a  part  of  a'  great  whole 
in  which  the  humblest  worker  was  neces- 
sary to  t)^  fuccess  at  which  all  alike 
aimed;  and  from  the  small^t  boy. amptoyad 
in  laying  ground  and  color  aad  i^aze  on  the 
plain  tiles  and  brick  facings,  eac^  member  of 
that  little  fraternity  was  inspired  with  a  feeling 
of  personal  prkfe  hi.  and  persoaal  rsipeaef 
bility  for,  their  united  achievement.  Nor  was 
there  one  who  did  not  share  in  the  triumph 
wlica  the  maeter  yroaouaced  his  4tiefoetMi 
over  some  fart  aad  fovcly  specimen  which  had 
issued  in  glowinr  pcrfecttoo  (nmi  fcs  ordeal 
by  fire.  Yet  De  Morgan's  highest  praise  was 
nsuallv  a  hnyinh  exprMton  of  delight  "That 
is  very  jolly  1"  he  would  say  briefly?— A.  M.  W. 
Stirling  ia  ^'William  De  Morgan  aad  His 
Wife.*^

A  Little  Bit  Hasty 

"I've  heard  a  lot  of  argument  for  and 
agaiast  the  pheasant  as  a  friend  of  the  farmer, 
and  I'm  not  going  tO  iet  myself  up  as  an 
authority  to  say  that,  bocause  I  want  to  think 
the  pheasant  is  alwaya  an  aM  to  profit  rather 
than  loss,  that  he  cannot  and  never  does  do 
any  damage,  though  I  certainly  have  the  right 
to  ray  own  opinion  on  the  point,  and,  if  I  were 
a  farmer,  I  certainly  would  want  to  see  some 
nme  around  on  my  farm,  but  it  docs  «eem 
that  they've  been  a  bh  hurried  in  bringing  in 
fhia  law,  and  I  certainly  think  it'a  going  to 
make  it  mighty  difficult  to  keep  a  stock  of 
pheasants  if  potting  pheasants  out  of  season 
it  going  to  be  made  so  easy  for  the  fallow  that 
wants  to  do  it.

Beaence  of  Hinduiam 

Hinduism  embraces  almost  every  form  of 
belief.  I  remember  years  ago  having  a  con- 
versation with  a  charming  old  Brahman,  who 
explained  to^ne,  then  newly  arrived  in  India, 
that  Hinduiam  waa  a  question  not  of  creed 
but  of  conduct.  To  quote  his  words,  which 
impressed  themselves  op  ray  miud:  "You  can 
believe  in  one  God  or  in  three  Gods  .or  in 
thirty-three  thousand  Gods ;  you  can  believe 
that  there  ia  ao  God,  or  you  can  believe  that 
God  is  in  eveiythteg;  pad  with  a)l  these  differ- 
ent beliefs  you  can  do  a  good  Hindu,  provided 
you  follow  the  rules  of  your  dste."  ^ 

That  one  word  **caste"  is  the  essence  of 
Hinduism.  The  Hindus,  who  enormously  out- 
number all  the  rest  of  the  population  of  india. 
are   divided   up  into  a  multitude  of  castes, 
religiously  separated  from  one  snother.  Into 
whatever  caste  a  man  is  bom,  in  that  caste  he 
remains  until  he  dies.    At  the   head  of  the 
whole  system  is  the  priestly  caste  of  Brsh- 
ntans.   But  the   Brahlnans    themselves  are 
divided  into  a  number  of  sub-castes,  all  keep- 
ing their,  respective  rank,  which  is  determined 
not  by  wealth  but  by  birth.    One  of  my  best 
pupila^in  India  was  a  very  high  caste  Brahman 
boy.  So  high  WM  his  caste  that  he  could  not 
fiA(l  any  one  in  the  neighborhood  sufficiently 
sac?^  to  be  permitted  to  cook  his  food.  He 
had  to  import  an  uncle  who^iyed  with  him  in 
a  hut  in  the  college  compound  and  prepared 
the  meals  while  the  boy  was  attending  cjasses 
in  mathematics  and  Engliah  literature.  Similar 
barriers  run  right  through  Hinduism.,  The 
lowest  castes  are  in  fact  known  aa  the  "^9- 
touchables,"  because   merely  to  touch 
pollutes  a  Hindu  of  a  higher  caste.    I  have 
myself  seen  an  Indian  servant,  when  s«ked  by 
hia  EngHah  mistress  to  fetch  a  shawl  for  the 
baby,  toss  the  shawl  to  the  baby's  atxrse  in- 
stead of  handing  it  \p  her,  because  sHe,  bein^ 
of  a  k>wer  caate,  wouM  have  polluted  htm  if 
she  had  touched  the    shawl    before  he  had 
parted  with  it.    In  parte  of  southeru  India, 
where  the  caste  system  is  eved    more  rigid 
than  in  the  north,  the  Untpuchables  arc  for- 
bidden to  walk  on  certain  roads,  lest  higher 
castes  should  be  polluted  merely  by  seeing 
them.     Thus   Hinduism  is  essentially  and 
rigidly  aristocratic  or  theocratic  in  organiza- 
tion.— From  Overcrowded  Indi^  by  Harold

A  jungle  moon  first  showed  me  my  beach. 
For  a  wadi  I  had  looked  atrit  in  blazing  sun- 
lig^t^  walked  across  it,  fven  sat  on  it  in  the  in- 
tarvala  of  getting  aotustomed  to  the  new  la- 
boratory ;  yet  I  had  not  perceived  it  .  .  .  This

all  within  the  distance  of  a  hundred  yards.  ^.  .  . 
Low  on  thp-eaftern  horizon,  atraight  outward 
from  my  baachf  was  the  beginning  and  end  of 
the  giaa^  codiac  band — the  golden  Kama!  of 
Aries  and  the  paired  stars  of  Pisces ;  and  be- 
hind, over  the  black  jungle,  glowed  the  South- 
ern Cross. 

But  night  after  night,  as  I  watched  on  the 
beach,  the  eight  which  moved  me  most  waa 
the  iSaXk  apeck  of  emerald  mist.,  a  mesct 
smudge  on  the  slate  of  the  heavens,  the  spiral 
nebula  in  Andromeda.  A  univerae  in  the  mak- 
ing, of  a  else  antfiiiikable  to  human  minda.  .  • 

A  little  to  the  south  along  tny  beach  is  the 
Edge  of  the  World.  At  least,  it  looks  very 
much  as  I  have  alwavs  imagined  that  place 
must  look.  ...

We  had  to  btty  ctrtain  articles 
that  were  required  fir  thr  }oumey  across. 
These  were:  a  straw  miitiress,  which  was 
knowti  as  "a  donkey's'  brcakfastt"  a  blanket, 
kni(c  and  fork,  a  '  •  tin  plate  and  pannikin. 
Th^  tetter,  when  iiuug  up,  furnished-  doleful 
music  ai  abip  roUttd  iraoi^c  to  tide,  and 
tkis. certainly  was  not  conducive  to  sleep. 

.  Hie  first  night  out,  off  the  Cumbraes,  a 
diiiiiyht  vm*  stove  in ;  but  fortunately  was  at 
once  replaced,  but  not  before  the  occitpftnt  of 
the  berth  received  a  good  wetting-  ' 

jOff  the  Irish  Coast  the  wrtck  of  the  Orej^ 
WM'S«en.  We  could  see  the  waves  breaking 
over  her  hull,  as  she  lay  on  the  Instruhull 
K<Kks.  Thtre  had  been  a  great  loaa  of  liie 
when  this  vessel  struck,  and  we  were  all  so 
surprised  that  a  ship  could  get  so  far  off  her 
coorM. 

On  arriving  at  Queenstown  we  took  the 
mail  bags  and  some  pafsengers  aboard,  one 
ol  whom  we  aamed  Paddy.  It  was  reported 
on  board  that  this  same  Paddy  had  been  en- 
trusted with  a  cow  on  market  day,  and  he  had 
•oM  It  aod  had  used  the  money  to  pay  his 
passage  out  to  Canada.  As  the  ship  pitched 
and  rolled  along,  many  of  the  passengers  were 
stricken  with  the  usual  symptoms  of  sea-sick- 
ness, and  the  chief  of  the  aflPlicted  was  Paddy. 
Every  little  while  he  would  indulge  in  a  roar 
peculiarly  his  own.  On  haaring  it,  his  fellow- 
suflferers ,  when  they  were  able,  would  exclaim, 
"There  ia  Paddy  at  it  again !" 
.  ThtKOighUiifere  very  weird  sometimes 
when  we  were  tossed  about  in  our  berths  by 
the  rolling  of  the  ship,  and  all  the  tin  cans 
were  clattering.  Our  berths  were  next  to  that 
of  a  Scotch  blacksmith,  whose  knowledge  of 
ships  and  ship  life  was  very  limited,  and  dur- 
ing the  awful  night,  he  caUed  out,  "Mon,  dae 
ye  think  ^^'c  will  scr  the  morn's  morn."  1 
told  him  I  thought  we  would.  If  my  answer 
had  been  different  1  expected  by  his  actions 
that  he  would  have  saddled  me  with  the  care 
ot.wll  his  belongings.  1'he  following  morning 
we  got  up  and  went  on  deck  to  breathe  the 
fresh  air.  Our  Kifcshire  blacksmith  was  al- 
ready there  with  renewed  hope  visible  in  his 
ootmtenaiice.  Mia  greeting  waa  the  following : 
"Mon,  was  yoj^no  awfu'?  She  whumbled  an* 
kickit  like  an  auld  coo !" 

'  In  the  forward  part  of  the  ship  under  deck 
there  were  bundled  together  quite  a  niimher 
of  European  emigrants — Belgian,  Dutch  and 
NorwegMna«~all  bound  for  Minnesota,  U.S.A., 
St.  Peter  and  St.  Paul  being  their  destination.

Potatoes  with  their  jackets  on,  hard 
tack  and  nuidd  butter,  formed  the  daily  roond 
of  diet. 

•  Towards  the  end  of  the  voyage  our  Irish 
friiMid  ali'eady  mentioned  struck  up'  an 
acquaintance  with  a  kindred  spirit  of  the 
oppoaite  sex,  which  developed  into  a  romantic 
tottftthip.  The  two  of  them  went  and  inter- 
iviewed  the  Captain,  and  wanted  him  to  marry 
them.  The  Captain  was  not  in  a  marrying 
mood,  hbwever,  and  he  told  thrm  if  they  did 
not  stop  their  nonsense  he  would  find  other 
chaina  on  the  ship  than  those  of  matrimony 
to  bind  them  up  with.  If  the  saying  is  trae 
that  "love  laughs  at  barriers,"  the  ending  to 
their  romance  may  Hkve  been  a  happy  one 
after  att.

left  on  the  train  for  that  city.  On  ihr  train 
we  met  oi|e  of  the  deck-hands  from  the  steam- 
er, who  h£d  run  away.  Me  had  shaved  off 
hia  whiskers  and  donned  a  plug  hat,  and  walk- 
ed down  the  gangwav  without  interference. 

We  ^Irorhed  m  Toronto  ni^l  September, 
bttlkUni^  wooden  houses.

nows  W  hat  Her  Mark  Will  Buy.  These  Days. 


THE  problem  of  c-xciiaiigc  ami  the  relative 
vaMe  of  money  used  to  concern  busi- 
ness men  and  economists.  Now  it  Is  a 
factor  in  every  woman's  daily  life,  at  least  on 
the  Continent,  aays  a  correspondent  of  the 
London  Times,  writing  undrj  the  paeudooyill 
of  "An  KngPishwoman  in  Berlin." 

Enp^liah women  at  home  have  so  far  escaped 
it  but  It  spreads  like  a  creeping  paralysis  across 
Europe,  and  will  doubtless  cro*  '  <'hannel. 
Perhaps,  then,  the  English  lai  ^  •  ^^'H  in- 
vent a  convenient  word  for  Valuta,  meaning 
the  relation  of  money  to  what  it  will  buy. 
Here  one  thinks  of  it,  in  mixed  metaphors,  as 
of  a  quicksand  slipping  down  a  hill,  sometimes 
faster  and  sometimes  slower,  accordinff  to  the 
unev^nness  of  the  ground. 

Men  think  of  the  exchange  and  the  Valuta 
from  the  lofty  cU)ud»  of  causation.  Women 
face  its  effect  in  the  little  shop.  The  dollar 
slips  from  fix  hundred  to  eight  htindrMl  and 
from  eight  hundred  to  one  thoMiaad,  for 
reaaoas  with  which  we  are  not  concerned.  In 
a  few  hours  it  has  recorded  its  effect  in  the 
butcher's  shop,  in  the  dairy,  in  the  grocer's, 
and  baker's,  it  puts  its  seal  on  the  habits  and 
character  of  a  nation,  just  aa  it  does  on  tht 
price  of  a  ch»tr  or  a  coatume. 

,For  us  who  recfi\r  our  money  from  Eng- 
land or  America,  wlio  hrlong  to  what  the 
Germans  call  the  "\  aluta-strong"  countries, 
there  are  occasional  cxcitinj;  moments.  These 
occur,  usuallv,  immediately  after  the  quick- 
sand -his  slid  over  an  intermediate  cliff  and 
come  momentarily  to  rest  before  gathering 
renewed  and  faster  motion.  At  these  mo- 
ments, eireffything  seems  marvellously  cheap, 
and  one  has  to  exercise  great  self-control  not 
to  lay  in  a  store  of  things  that  arc  really  un- 
necessary but  absurdly  cheap.  It  is  asking 
a  lot  of  women  to  require  them  to  resist  that. 
Soon  things  became  almost  normally  dear 
again  (it  ts  then  expUined  to  one  that  Ger- 
man prices  have  approximated  to  world  prices) 
and  one  is  apt  to. regret  the  fortitude  and  the 
lost  opportunities.  But  the  latter  always 
recur; 

The  Almighty  Dollar 
That  is  our  side  of  it,  an  unfailing  subject 
at  Berlin  tea  and  dinner  parties.  Those  of  us 
w  ho  work  in  offices  or  keep  house  see  another 
side  of  It— that  of  the  people  of  the  country. 
Thej,  too,  have  joined  the  business  man  and 
the  economist  in  studying  the  Valuta,  and  in 
little  it  concerns  them  just  as  closely.  The 
market  quotation  of  the  dollar  is  in  every 
paper,  and  as  the  quicksand  slides  down  the 
hill,  they  see  it  sweeping  various  articles  out 
of  their  reach.  THf^hopman  is  governed  by 
the  dollar  in  fixing  his  retaril  prices,  the  work- 
man is  governed  by  the  dollar  in  his  demand 
for  wages.  Never  was  the  dolbir  to^alniighty 
as  to<lay. 

The  wages  of  mv  maid  (whom  we  call 
"The  Trcaaure"  and  the  Cemanamie  Pearl") 
have  been  raised  three  times  since  Christmas. 
She  gets  more  than  maids  of  her  class  in  Bes- 
lin,  and  is  worth  it,  bat  much  leas  than  maids 
of  her  class  at  home,  and  she  is  worth  at  least 
as  much — a  sensible,  level-headed  country 
girl,  atttck  fnll  of  commbn  vense,  and  quite 


mcasage  of  comfort  for  tiie  unthinking  aver- 
age man.  As  most  men  would  claim  to  be 
normal,  widespread  gratification,  is  likely  to 
follow  the  implication  thilMNe  ikiMMil  man  is 
essential  to  keeping^  the  world  a  tolerable 
abiding-place.  But  the  tir^t  glow  of  welcome 
fades  a  little  on  second' thoughts.  It  is  im- 
possible to  avoid  asking  who  is  the  normal 
man,  spd  in  what  docs  his  normality  consist. 
Those  who  lay  claim  tO'  the  title  are  not  very 
satisfactory  witnesses.  They  are  negatively 
sound,  in  that  they  would  hate  to  be  thought 
abnormal  4>r  to  be  claaaed  as  cranks  or  freaks. 
But  under  cros^-examination  each  of  them  is 
found  to  harbor  the  suspicion,  if  not  the  con- 
viction, that  he  himself  is  rather  a  fine,  or  at 
any  rate  an  unusual  specimen  of  the  normal 
man;  that  is,  that  he  is  somehow  different 
from  standard  by  reference  to  which  alone 
the  normal  has  any  meaning.  The  logician 
is  hardly  in  better  plight.  He  has  practically 
been  ordered  out  of  court  at  the  beginning  of 
the  case ;  but,  even  if  admitted  as  an  expert 
witness,  he  can  only  define  the  normal  by 
negatives;  he  is  quite  unable  to  say  Vhat  the 
normal  really  is.  We  rati  .ill  point  a  finger  at 
the  individual  normal  man,  but  a  positive  and 
satisfactory  definition  of  hia  normality  is  be- 
yond us. 

We  are  back  in  the  old  difficulty  of  .\ris- 
totle,  who,  having  defrned  happiness,  and  its 
essential  ingredient  virtue,  by  reference  to 
observance  of  the  mean,  could  only  define  the 
all-important  mean  itself  by  terms  of  the  judg- 
ment of  his  standard  man,  htmseM  left  unde- 
fined and  unexplamed.  The  trial  flight  from 
first  principles  thus  leads  back  in  an  ironical 
circle  to  the  necessity  for  a  fundamental  defi- 
nition of  hardly  less  difficulty.  We  kick  our 
stone  to  dispose  of  fine-drawn  tJieories  of 
matter,  and  the  resulting  pang  leaves  us 
bnxKling  over  the  meaning  of  pam.  Rut  pos- 
sibly the  guU  between  the  philosopher  and 
the  normal  man  is  not  after  all  so  hard  to 
bridge.  The  analogy  o{  bodily  medicine  may 
help.  How  we  shoul^  hate  our  doctors  if 
their  existence  and  their  claim  to  be  of  use 
implied  that  we  must  all  prsdnate  in  medicine. 
The  doctor  must  be  left  in  possession  of  his 
hard-won  skill.  But,  if  he  is  wise,  he  will  not 
wrap  himself  in  a  mantle  of  mystery  and  utter 
oracular  decrees  calling  for  mere  blind  obedi- 
ence. H^'  will  ex|>lain  enough  to  hie  patient 
to  make  him  an  intelligent  and  interested  co- 
operstor  in  prevention  and  cure  The  philos- 
opher has  a  similar  part  to  play  in  the  moral 
and  intellectual  life.  He  must  face  alone  the 
searching  ordeals  of  his  high  calling,  but  wiU 
pass  on  the  fruits  of  hie  endurance  to  'the 
riifhtly  unphilosophiiing  multitude  in  a  form 
which  will  help  them  to  avoid  or  to  remedv 
menul  and  moral  etrroi^.    If.  in  spite  of  hfs 

efforts,  he  still  finds  himself  something  ni  «n 
Outcast  from  the  homes  oi  happy,  nndoubting 
men,  he  muat  take  such  cmurert  ^  he  may 
from  the  thought  that  he  is  the  scapegoat  bear- 
ing into  his  private  wildemesa  of^*method- 
ologkal  doubt"  the  people's  stna  of  meu- 
physical  omtaaion.

Old  people  in 
her  village  ha»ve  saved  an<l  scraped  all  tlieir 
lives,  ami  today  their  little  board  will  not  buy

Therefore,  like  a  wise  girl,  as  the  others 
would  say,  she  spends  her  money  as  she  gets 
it.  H  she  wants  a  pair  of  boots  she  buvs  two 
pairs;  if  she  wants  a  new  "Dirndl  Klcid"  (the 
equivalent  of  a  print  dreta)*  '•he  hoya  -liu- 
terfal  for  three.  She  hai.a  drawer  fMt"of 
linen.  Her  little  room  is  overcrowded  with 
her  adventures  in  furniture.  Perhaps  some 
da^  she  hopes  to  get  married,  or  (since  she  is 
•aid  to  be  not  the  marr]rft)|(^•ort)  to  start  a 
"pension."  And  now  she  is  puzzled  where  to 
put  her  possessions.  One  thing  she  will  not 
do.   She  has  no  use  for  mariu. 

Upward  Rush  of  Prices 
%Tht  )tvoman  who  keeps  the  ofiice  clean  and 
acta  ci  messenger  for  my  many  errands  is  alao 
well  paid  (as  pay  goes  here),  yet  I  am  asham- 
ed to  say  in  English  money  what  she  gets. 
She,  too,  Watches  the  Valuta.  She  is  the  main 
support  of  her  blind  husband,  and  has  launch- 
ed her  son  upon  the  world  to  make  his  career 
as  a  waiter.  With  this  family  tKe^e  has  bf en  no 
margin  for  saving,  even  if  they  had  wanted  to. 
Their  food  daily  costs  them  more.  Their  rent 
is  now  to  be  raised. 

Each  purchase  haa  to  be  made  at  the  pre- 
cise combination  of  moments  when  she  has 
the  money  and  the  Valuta  (and  with  it  the 
price)  is  favorable.  "When  the  dollar  goes 
to  a  thousand,"  she  said  the  other  day,  "I  am 
l^oing  into  the  water."  It  is  her  way  of  saying 
life  will  not  be  worth  living.  But  it  touched 
1,100  and  she  is  going  on  with  her  work.  She 
looks  round  the  office,  a  puzzled  and  rather 
pathetic  figure.  "I*  know'  you  won't  let  me 
starve,"  she  says. 

I  shall  not,  of  course.  Her  wages  are  duly 
adjusted  on  each  occasion,  and  she  is  merely 
bewildered  by  the  upward  rush  of  prices.  Com- 
parison with  the  dollar  she  can  understand, 
but  comparison  with  the  mark  as  she  knew  it 
still  distorts  her  vision.  It  is  interesting  to 
hear  her  comparing  notes  with  the  wife  of  the 
porter  (as  the  concierge  is  called)  on  the  deli- 
cate question  of  thrift.  The  porter  and  his 
wife,  in  the  past,  would  have  been  thrifty 
people.  Nowadays  the  popular  view  is  that 
the  way  in  which  they  deny  themselves  every- 
thing and  put  their  money  into  the  savings 
bank  is  a  sin. 

Before  the  war  they -had  saved  a  stim  that 

was  quite  substantial  for  their  class,  and  had 
promised  thetnselves  they  would  take  an  inn 
when  it  was  over.  Now  the  inn  would  coat 
money  beyond  their  most  avaricious  dreams. 
Their  savmgs  be  in  the  Sparkasse,  and  they 
do  not  know  what  to  do  with  them.  They  ask 
for  advice,  and  fear  t*.  act  upon  it.  In  their 
eyes,  part,  at  least,,  of  their  depreciated  for- 
tune repreaents  self-denial  and  hard  work,  and 
it  is  beyond  their  power  to  grasp  the  full  signi- 
ficance of  its  diminished  value.  So  it  lies  on 
deposit,  .£nd  grows  pathetically  lata. 


Hardy's,  Wessex  Revisited 

LEAVtKG  Southampton  late  in  the  hiorn- 
ing,  we  were  deposited  hy  2:10  in  the 
quaint  old  Roman  town  of  Uorchester 
after  a  beautiful  ride  over  the  Doraet  hills, 

says  an  American  pilgrim  to  the  shrines 
reared  by  the  genius  of  the  greatest  living 
novelist.  His  description  of  "Casterbridge 
antl  the  country  of  "Far  From  the  Madding 
Crowd"  appears  in  The  Christian  Sciense 
Monitor.  . 

A  fine  view  of  the  heath  from  a  diattnce 
can  be  obtained  as  one  leaves  Wooi*— 4n  July 
pink  with  blooming  hesfher,  blackish  green 
with  spjlotches  of  furze,  such  a  wide  looking 
land.  Armed  with  copies  of  "The  Mayor  ot 
Cttterbridge,"  "Wessex  Tales,"  'Tess'  and 
other  favorites,  we  put  up  at  the  King's  Arms 
on  High  East  Street.  Crowds  were  surging 
up  and  down  the  middle  of  the  street,  shops 
were  full,  rough,  strong  Countrymen  were 
standing  in  knots  on  rurhings  discussing  af- 
fairs in  earnest  and  picturesque  language,  and 
the  Salvation  Army  was  busy  with  tta  familiar 
boom,  boom,  boom  and  grt»up  of  listeners.  We 
found  we  had  entered  our  Casterbridge  on 
market  day.  .  Pkie!  Would  Bathsheba  be 
there  among  the  men  and  faithful  Gabriel  Oak 
watching  near  by? 

Many  a  place  within  Dorchester  is  of  hi- 
tcrest ;  the  old  houses  backing  up  to  the 
Frome,  or  well-preserved  portions  of  the  walls 
once  guarding  the  "castra  Romanorum";  and 

t'ust  outside  the  t(»wn.  ^ilong  the  Weymouth 
(oad  are  the  remains  of  the  Roman  Amphi- 
theatre, Maunsbury  Rings,  a  deep  grass- 
grown  bowl  with  an  opening  at  each  end,  the 
farther  one  broad  and  gradual  for  chariots  and 
near  it  what  is  left  of  a  den  for  beasts,  exca- 
vated some  years  ago.  If  we  are  to  believe 
the  old  men  of  the  surrounding  country,  there 
is  many  an  interesting  story  laid  thereabouts 
c  •lu  erning  wandering  ahd  reatless  ghosts. 
.Moonlight  is  the  time,  it  is  said.  Villagers 
who  have  lingered  late  under  shifting  clouds 
tell  thrilling  tales  * 

Setting  out  for  Maiden  Castle,  a  prehistoric 
fortress  of  unknown  origin,  it  developed  that 
we  had  choaen  the  wrong  i^,  lor  a  weather 
beaten  old  man,  roughly  qnaint,  with  an  in- 
imitable burr  in  his  brogue  and  a  twinkle  in 
his  eye,  stepped,  apparently,  out  of  one  of 
Hardy's  novrls  t.,  put  US  right,  and  abo  to 
warn  us  off  the  trip. 

Ve'd  better  nut  do  it,"  he  announced  when 
hearing  what  w^  purpo^f-d.  "Tis  too  far.  If  ye 
watticd  there  ye'd  not  be  home  eating  yer 
vittlea  before  tht  illopa  dosed."  But  as  we 
were  obdurate  he  ilmwild  uu  th«  ratd  tad 
wished  us  well. 

The  walk  orer  the  hilla  to  Maiden  Caatle 
did  prove  both  lor  ^  ~  d  windy,  but  it  was 
more  than  worth  the  effort.  In  the  fim  place, 
the  trip  covid  Iwt'  bt  better  staged  than  on 
that  d«y.  The  diituaces,  dacepchre  at  all  times 
under  an  ever  chunfing  sky,  were  greatly 
magnified,  the  fortress,  a  high  hill  on  the 
horizon,  looking  milea  away.  Out  on  the 
moor,  dark  in  the  wtml  under  glowering 
ckMids,  was  an  uK»lated  thatched  cottage  such 


A  Farthing  an  Hour 
'Sometimes  "The  lYeasure*  requirea  extra 

help  in  the  house.  She  has  only  to  hold  up  a 
finger,  and  women  conic  tumbling  over  them- 
selves to  assist.  They  will  work  for  five  marks 
an  lidur  less  tlian  a  farthing  now,  and  it  may 
be  anytlung  you  like  tomorrow.    But  that  is 

-  not  what  they  are  thinking  about.  They  know 
they  will  get  their  fofxl — proper  square  meals 
— and  probably  something  substantial  to  take 
sway  at  the  end  of  the  day.  With  luck  there 
will  also  be  aoroe  clothei.  The  few  matica  are 
nothing. 

-  « Their  husbands  are  in  work — nobody  is  out 

of  work  — and  fully  employed  at  their  union 
rate  of  wages.  It  depends  upon  the  size  and 
ages  of  their  temilies  whether  they  have  any 
money  to  spare  for  the  occasional  enliven- 
ment  of  their  dull  lives*  One  of  the  women 
told  me  of  an  "afternoon  out"  ahe  had  had 
witfrher  husband  and  her  daughter  It  was 
the  first  for  a  long  time.  They  went  to  one 
of  the'Zelten,  those  merry-lo<*ing,  open-air 
beer  restaurants  under  the  chestnuts  and  limes 
beside  the  Tiergarten,  where  there  is  alwaya 
a  t>and,  always  a  crowd,  always  life  and  merri- 
ment, and  the  accessories  of  a  good  time.  They 
ordered  (as  we  should  say)  three  large  l*j|5"i 
and  the  price  was  forty-eight  marks.  That 
^^  a  bad  Valuta  day.  It  so  shucked  them 
that  they  had  no  more.  They  sat  over  their 
three  large  lagers  from  5  o'clock  till  10^  and 
must  have  coat  the  proprietor  neariy  ai  mtch 
money  in  electric  light  alone. 

I  am  told  that  things  are  so  dear  because 
everybody  is  si)ending  money.  I  find  every- 
body spending  money  because  everything  is 
So  <iear  and  will  certainly  become  dearer.  .  It 
is  the  same  in  every  class.  On  the  other  side 
of  the  Tiergarten,  where  Berlin's  amsrtest 
dressmakers  display  their  "creations,"  a  friend 
saw  a  gown  she  admired  and  went  in  to  ask 
the  price.  It  was  a  hundred  thousand  marks. 
The  assistant  did  not  saj  that;  she  said  "a 
hundred  mil."  Such  is  the  effect  hi  familiarity 
with  large  sums.  But  by  any  other  name  it 
was  just  as  dear — a  great  deal  dearer  than  it 
would  have  been  in  South  Molton  Street — and 
my  friend 'said  so.  The  assistant  rcpUcd  that 
they  did  very  little  business  with  English 
people.  Wealthy  Germana  formed  their  clien- 
tele. They,  too,  haaten  to  get  rid  of  their 
marks. 

So  perishes  thrift  under  the  deatructive 
breath  of  the  Valuta,  .^s  a  last  anecdote,  I 
quote  from  Vienna  the  parable  of  "The  New 
Prodigal  Son."  An  old  man  lay  dying.  Call- 
ing his  sons  to  his  bedside,  he  gave  them  each 
one  thousand  crowns,  admontshing  them  to 
make  tfie  best  use  of  it.  The  good  son  put  his 
portion  into  the  savings  bank  ;  the  wicked  son, 
heedless  of  his  father'^  advice,  bought  one 
thousand  bottles  of  cheap  wine,  which  he 
drank  with  his  friends.  The  war  came  and 
went.  Some  years  after  it  had  j>assi»l  the 
good  son  went  to  the  savings  bank  and  found 
he  had  still  one  thousand  crowns,  worth  140, 
000  to  the  pound.  The  wicked  son  bethought 
himself  of  the  cellaHul  of  empty  bottlea,  the 
sole  remnant  of  manv  a  jolly  caronse.  And 
he  sold  them.  They  brought  him  one  million 
crbwna. 

as  Mr.  Haidy  would  love  and  probably  does : 
while  sheep  stood  in  sleepy  and  peaceful 
groups  in  the  wide  shadows.  The  whole  land- 
scape with  the  Sudden  light  and  darks  of  the 
great  open  space,  the  huddled  flocks,  the  bloW- 
ing  trees,  the  smooth  rise  of  the  ground  toward 
the  south,  might'  have  been  some  Troyon 
painting. 

Maiden  Castle  itself  is  an  amazing  place, 
giving  one  the  feeling  that  a  powerful  race, 
much  taller  and  stronger  than  ourselves,  had 
conceived  and  left  its  earthwork.  The  outer 
ring  around  it  is  said  to  be  about  six  miles  in 
circumference,  raised  high  above  the  surround- 
ing country,  while  within,  concentrically,  ring 
afjer  ring  with  deep  ditches  or  valleys  between 
made  the  defence  secure  against  the  invader. 
In  the  centre  of  these  remarkable  "walls"  and 
higher  than  all,  is  a  circular  field  large  enough 
to  embrace  a  small  village.  One  can  only  con- 
jecture who  built  this4remendous  fortification, 
for  little  is  known  of  the  early  history  of  the 
place  except  that  the  Romans  found  it,  adapt- 
ing it  to  their  needs.  An  underground  pass- 
age, alleged  to  lead  to  the  town  pump  in 
Dorchester,  haa  been  partially  excavuted. 

I'rom  the  top  of  the  "castle"  the  ^'iew  is 
superb  over  rolling  oomitry.  The  town  of 
Dorchester  and  half  a  dosen  thatched  villages 
each  with  its  little  square  towered  chrrch  can 
be  seen  from  there  and  the  chulk  down^i  to- 
ward the  south  hint  at  the  sea. 

By  a  long  circuit  back  we  passed  Max 
(".ate,  Mr.  Hardy's  home,  a  beautiful  place  set 
among  huge  trees  and  inck>sed  by  a  high 
white  wair  In  the  Dorchester  Mu'^eum  are 
sonic  of  the  Roman  remains  unearthed  here 
when  the  foundation  for  the  house  was  ex- 
cavated. The  museum  contains  personal  col- 
lections belonging  to  many  Dorchester  citizens 
who  have,  out  of  interest,  become  private 
archaeotogiata  on  their  own  grounds. 

Puddlestown,  or  as  some  sign  posts  call  it, 
Piddleton,  the  "Weatberby"  of  Far  From  the 
Madding  Crowd,"  it  ak>ng  the  Beta  Regia 
Road  a  short  ride  by  stage  coach  and  a  com- 
fortable distance  on  foot.  In  its  centre  stands 
a  little  oki  church,  a  pure  example  of  tkt 
rtllagc  type  of  perpendicular.  Within  are  box 
pews  with  the  doors  fCill  on,  an  old  galko^  at 
the  back,  and  ifl  the  aouth  tranaefit  Athel- 
hampton  Chapel  contlitiin^  several  nienKH4als 
of  the  Martyn  family.  Knights  of  Athelhamp- 
ton,  dating  fri>ni  Saxon  and  Crusade  times. 
The  tiny  chapel  is  lit  by  a  five-paneled  win- 
dow colored  richly  with  Uwe  haraktic  daaigps 
of  these  great  warrior*. 

In  this  church  at  Puddletown  Gabriel  Oak 
and  Bathsheba  Everdenc  of  "Far  From  tly 
Madding  Crowd"  were  married. 

Another  church  worthy  of  note  to  the 
Hardy  lover  may  be  found  a  few  milea  farther 
along  in  the  hamlet  of  Bcre  itefis.  tlie  "Kings- 
befuT  of  *n'eis  of  the  D'Urbervillca."  Sund 
ing  in  it«  rypresi  trees,  it  oflfer^  as  its  chief 
interest  the  D'Urberville  window  under  which

property  owners.  The  alternative  indoor  de- 
vice, in  which  the  antennae  are  strung  on  a 
frame  not  larger  than  a  fircrscreen,  is  said  to 
be  rather  less  efficient.  But  it  seems  that  both 
may  be  dispen.sed  with.  Mr.  William  Dubilier, 
an  American  radio  engineer,  already  well 
known  for  hie  tuccete  in  tfle  adapution  of 
wireless  to  aeroplanes,  describes  today  in  an- 
other column  an  invention  by  which  the  ordi- 
nary electric  lighting  wires  of  a  building  arc 
used  as  the  aerial,  lie  has  devised  a  "filter," 
which,  when  fitted  into  the  socket  of  any  elec- 
tric lamp,  arrtata  the  electric  current,  but  al- 
lows the  high  frequency  radio- waves  to  paas 
to  the  receiving  set.  llie  new  system,  it  is 
stated,  ia  already  in  large  uae  In  the  United 
States,  and  could  be  adopted  in  thia  country 
without  distufbaucu  to  the  arrangements  of 
th#  British  Brhudcuetliif  Company  and  the  li- 
cences of  the  Poatmsster-General.  We  agreu 
with  Mr,  Dubilier  that  if  the  UniUd  Sutes, 
with  iu  million  private  receivera  and  270 
brondcaating  stations,  haa  be«i  precipitate 
this  cotuitry  has  been  laggard  in  the  develop- 
ment ^ufwiitleaa  telephony.  Evei^  simplifies* 
tioa  of  t|lparatua  will  multiply  usera  until  the 
time  may  com^  when  broadcasting  breaks 
through  the  refulationa  and  Umiutions  which 
are  now  deemed  ueeeaaary.

American  motor  c«r  practice  haa 
always  been  that  of  mass  production 
of  one  sUndard  nkadet.  The  conaa-^ 
quent  low  price  at  wfellli  th*  ear  oan 
be  marketed  haa  led  to  aa  extended 
use.  In  our  own  eountry  the  policy  of 
•ndearorlng  to  produce  any  type  ..r 
slae  of  oar  with  machinery  nioHtiy  of 
a  very  general  type  has  prevailed.  We 
hear  a  great  deal  of  talk  about  mass 
production  by  the  personnel  of  British 
firms,  but  the  phrase  must  have 
meanings  quite  different  from  those 
of  its  Amarinan  uae.  While  British 
makerg  aaimtltta  to  manufacture  four 
or  flva  madelg  tn  a  single  works  an.i 
produce  a  few  thousand  cars  en<  h 
year,  the  cost  of  production  of  oHch 
must  be  high.  Not  content  with  such 
a  condition,  the  multiplication  of 
works  under  the  one  ownership  or 
control  Is  followed  by  a  continuance 
of  the  old  order  of  things  and  >ach 
works  contlnuea  to  produee  Ita  many 
modela.  If  eaob  maker  contented 
himself  With  the  mahutarturo  oT  a 
^ngle  model  and  pnt  down  a  plant 
expreeely  for  the  manufacture  «.f  that 
one  Job,  the  coet  of  cars  .  <iuld  be  con- 
siderably reduced.  The  Introduction 
of  single- purpose  tools  throughout 
such  a  factory  is  an  eaaei^tlal  la  eao 
nomic  production. 

The  field  of  operation  of  the  cheap 
Araericgn  motor  vehicle  la  extending 
aimoat  dally.  Appearaaoe  la  not  such 
an  Important  eenalderatlon  to  the  user 
of  such  a  vehicle  as  the  ability  to  get 
to  a  pre-determlned  spot  in  a  time 
that  can  be  estimated  A  reaaonable 
degree  of  reliability,  comblqed  with 
the  possibiiify  of  procuring  epere 
parts  in  any  district,  la  the  aMln  re- 
quirement.

That  there  waa  an  endeavor  to 
aqueese  Lord  Cvraoa  oat  of  the  For- 
eign Offloe  le  true,  aad  I  auapect  most 
o<  the  pnragrapha  which  appeared  in 
the  nOWapapera  about  hla  imminent 
realgnatlon.  owing  to  ill-health,  wf  re 
suggested  by  those  who  desired  him 
to  return  to  private  life.  Certainly, 
for  a  long  time,  hla  position  wa*  not 
one  of  dignity — and  everybody  who 
knowa  anythaw  about  eharaotorlatlco 
Of  my  Lord  Curaon  will  appreciate 
dignity  la  ^ry  breath  in  hig  nostrils 
— beeauae  he  was  left  at  home  while 
Mr.  Lloyd  George  did  all  the  Jour- 
neying and  all  tho  Int.  rv  lewing  and 
made  all  the  arrangements  wJilch, 
under  ordinary  olrcumatancea,  ought 
to  have  been  left  to  tHe  Foralga  Min- 
ister. :
